When in error's chains we groaned, 
Jesus for our sins atoned ; 
Purchased pardon for the race. 
Offered free and boundless grace. 
See ! in might he now appears. 
Breaks our chains, dispels our fears. 
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Egypt, the land where Israel was kept captive, is 
illustrative of the kingdom of darkness, wherein all of 
the unconverted are enslaved. 

Pharaoh, the name of Egypt's kings, is illustrative 
of Satan, who leads the impenitent captive at his will. 

Israel is illustrative of the soul as it passes from the 
bondage of sin into the liberty of the Son. 

The events at the Red Sea are illustrative of those 
which occur at the conversion of the soul. 

Events between the Red Sea and Kadesh Barnea in 
the " Sinai Wilderness " experience are illustrative of 
those in the true believer's life from the time of conver- 
sion until he "receives the fullness of the Holy Ghost." 

Kadesh Barnea, the place where Israel was defeated 
as upon the very verge of victory, illustrates the defeat 
of many who were just about to receive the fullness of 
divine love. 

The Wilderness, where Israel wandered forty years, 
and all of the disobedient perished, illustrates the life of 
tlie backslider, or the man who knows his duty and will 
not do it. 

Events at the Jordan are illustrative of those that 
occur at the time of entire sanctification.

• Canaan is illustrative of union with Christ on earth. 

Babylon is illustrative of the lives of those who 
have fallen from spiritual Canaan. 

Israel enslaved is the sad picture which first greets our 
vision. Though this people had been chosen by God for 
his " peculiar treasure," we find them the slaves of hard 
masters. Just so with unsaved man : he was created for 
companionship with his Maker, but he is found in bond- 
age more cruel than that of Pharaoh ; for Jesus said : 
" "Whosoever committeth sin is the servant of sin." 

In this slavery there was apparent prosperity. " The 
children of Israel were fruitful and increased abundantly." 
(Ex. i, 3.) So the wicked sometimes prosper marvel- 
ously ; buy, sell, and get gain ; pull down their buildings 
and build greater; clothe themselves in purple and fine 
linen ; fare sumptuously every day, and, forgetting their 
Maker and his claims upon them, say : " We are happy 
now, and have neither time nor inclination to think about 
the future ; let that take care for itself" At the .same 
time they are away from their Father's house, subject to 
the government of sin, and in the power of Satan. 

Their prosperity was limited. " There arose a new 
king, that knew not Joseph." (Ex. ij 8.) He "set over 
them task-masters to afflict them with their burdens." 
This is a graphic picture of the sinner's joy. " In pros- 
perity the destroyer Cometh upon him," and "suddenly 
he shall be cut off." "When he shall say peace and 
safety, then sudden destruction cometh upon him." 

Pharaoh put the best first. So with Satan. With 
him it is first the sparkling wine, then the tasteless com- 
pound, and at the last invariably the bitter dregs. He 
says, "Sow the wild oats," have "a good time," "cut

your mother's apron strings," " glory in your freedom," 
and soon when you are raclted with pain, the results of 
these excesses, or buried in the shame which they have 
brought, he laughs at your misery. 

Their service proved hard indeed. " They made their 
lives bitter with hard bondage; . . . all their service 
wherewith they made them serve was with rigor." (Ex. 
i, 14.) " The way of the transgressor is hard." It is 
" full of misery," and the " way of peace " and " life " 
is far from it. The poisonous bait which Satan offers 
in the many forms of sensual indulgence and worldly 
pride and pleasures may taste sweet for the moment, but 
soon it is followed by spiritual convulsions, that without 
a divine remedy must end in death eternal. However 
deceptively delightful this bondage may be at first, ere 
it ends it lashes both soul and body with more than 
scorpion strokes. 

Israel was offered deliverance. Divinely chosen and 
divinely protected, Moses appeared to set them free. 
So Jesus was " chosen " and raised up for the spiritual 
emancipation of all who will believe upon him. " Whom 
the Son makes free is free indeed." 

Deliverance was provided /or every captive. So with 
the great Gospel deliverance. The Savior will save unto 
the uttermost all that come unto God by him. 

Israel at first rejected deliverance. " Who made thee 
a prince and a judge over us?" was the angry question 
they hurled into the face of their God-sent deliverer on 
his first appearance. It was not until after years more 
of " bitter bondage " that they yielded to God's herald 
of freedom. Precisely so it is with many to whom the 
Savior offers freedom and life. At first they are indiffor-

ent, and perhaps insolent. Time passes, and health 
fails, pleasures lose their charms, earthly ambitions burst 
like bubbles, wealth takes wings, friends forsake, loved 
ones. are laid in the grave, death is at the door, or some 
other kindred calamity threatens ; and then the heart, 
harrowed by sorrow, is ready to receive that deliverance 
that, if accepted at first, would have saved untold bitter- 
ness. I knew a self-willed man who said proudly: " I'll 
not yield now." Shortly the family circle was broken 
by a bolt of lightning, and his heart was softened. " I 
have lost a fortune," said one who had been a merchant 
prince, "but, thank God, it has led me to receive a 
kingdom." It was not until- John B. Gough reached 
the awful experience which he describes as follows that 
he was ready to forsake the Egypt of sin and accept the 
Savior's proffered aid. He said: "I turned to my work 
broken-hearted, crushed in spirit and paralyzed in energy, 
feeling how low I had sunk in the esteem of prudent 
and sober-minded men. Suddenly the small bar I held 
in my hand began to move ; I felt it move ; I griped it ; 
still it moved and twisted; I griped it still harder, yet 
the thing would move until I could feel it — yes, feel it — 
tearing the palm out of my hand ; there I dropped it, 
and there it lay, a curling, slimy snake ! I could hear 
the paper .shavings rustle as the horrible thing writhed 
before me! If it had been a snake I should not have 
minded it; I was never afraid of a snake; I should 
have called some one to have looked at it ; I could have 
killed it. I should not have been terrified at a thing, 
but I knew it was a dead, cold, bar of iron, and there it 
was with its green eyes, its forked, darting tongue, curl- 
ing in all its .slimy loathsomeness, and the horror filled

me so that my hair seemed to stand up and shiver, and 
my skin lift from the scalp to the ankles, and I groaned 
out, ' I can not fight this through ! O my God ! I shall 
die! I can not fight it!'" It was only after such strug- 
gles as this that he was willing to accept Christ's great 
deliverance. 

Sorrow, sickness, bereavements, and like judgments 
are the only agencies that will awaken some from the 
sleep of sin. 

Father, let such influences come rather than precious 
souls should be lost forever. 

One king, but many task-masters. Pharaoh was the one 
king to whose power they were subject, but he placed 
over them many task-masters, with orders to make them 
serve with " rigor." The sinner has one master, and he 
is Satan. Over the souls of his subjects on earth he has 
appointed two general overseers. The name of one is 
"The World," of the other, "The Flesh." The three 
constitute the trinity of hell. Under the two are sev- 
eral iron-hearted task-masters, with deceptive tongues and 
scorpion whips with which to lash the soul to labor. 
They are all gory with the blood of souls they have 
slaughtered for their master. A few of them will be 
noticed by name. 

Drunkenness. His victims are first lured by the 

seemingly harmless glass, which often is presented by the 

hand of some fair enchantress. Hesays: "Take a little; 

it will brace you up and do you good ;" " You can cease 

any time you will." His victim listens, quaflps the cup, 

and wildly dreams that he is free and happy. Soon he 

says: "I'll stop." He tries to. H<> fails. He tries 

again, with like results. The silken strands have

become iron cables, and almost frenzied he awakes to the 
awful fact tliat he is a slave to drink. Listen to his 
testimony : " Horrible faces glared upon me from the 
walls — faces ever changing and displaying new and still 
more horrible features; black, bloated insects crawled 
over my face, and myriads of burning concentric rings 
were revolving incessantly. I seemed to have a knife 
with hundreds of blades in my hand, every blade driven 
through tlieflesli, and all so inextricably bent and tangled 
together that I could not withdraw them for some time, 
and when I did, from my lacerated fingers the bloody 
fibers would stretch out all quivering with pain." Such 
struggles between Drunkenness and his slaves could be 
counted by the thousand every day. He has no mercy, 
and counts his victims by the thousand in every quarter 
of the globe. 

Licentiousness. This soul-enslaving demon is no less 
deceptive and merciless than his brother just mentioned. 
He allures into his service at first by promises of pleasures 
enticingly attractive. Such they seem for a season, and 
then begin to fade, and soon the slave to lust finds power 
to enjoy it gone, and also the power to resist the tempta- 
tion to indulgence has been lost. Now the keen lashes 
of his task-master's whip begin to play with cruel fury. 
Disgraced and ruined in soul and body, his steps even 
here take hold of hell. 

Mammon. More subtle and deceptive in his ap- 
proaches than either of the others and just as cruel in 
his final mastery of the soul is mammon, god of money. 
He whispers to the soul : " Get earthly gain ;" " Lav 
up treasure for yourself below." As ri<he.s increase he 
gives a temporary satisfaction that sometimes is taken 
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IN EGYPT. 19 

for real enjoyment. Soon this gives place to fear of 
failure, corroding care, fear of robbery, and dread of 
death that any instant may separate from earthly 
gain forever. Now "business drives him;" there is 
" no time " for social converse with his family, for prayer 
at the home altar, for studying the " chart of life," or 
worship on God's holy day. Now under the crack of 
his master mammon's whip, he continues to toil and 
worry. His bondage is bitter. No rest, no respite, no 
Sabbath ; he is a slave seven days every week and 
twenty-four hours every day, for his sleep is full of 
dreams of hurried toil. A wealthy lumber merchant 
said to me when questioned in regard to preparation for 
eternity: "I have never had time to think about it." 
Awful slavery ! 

Selfish Ambition. He, too, has thousands beneath his 
cutting lash. They toil and study and plan for the ex- 
altation of self and selfish interests. It may be that for 
a time they exult- in success; but soon their gilded bub- 
bles begin to burst, and then follows bitter disappoint- 
ment and perhaps a life-time of futile effort to retrieve 
the past. We say sometimes that they "die from dis- 
appointment." They live slaves, and die slaves, and 
merciless ambition is their task-master. 

Fashion. "Fashion" is the Jezebel of all the ages. 
A more exacting oppressor earth never knew. To be 
able to dress so as to move in certain circles, a woman 
in one of our cities actually deprived her children of 
food and fuel, and thus caused their death. To meet 
the demands of this heartless wretch, thousands have 
sacrificed time, means, honor, virtue, and life itself. Her 
laws are as heartless and stringent as the iiiin eodes of

the ancients. President Finney tells of a fashionable 
woman, who, when approached on the subject of im- 
mediate decision for Christ, " wept and confessed that 
this had been her snare; and she was afraid that her 
love of dress and society would ruin her soul. She 
confessed that she had been neglecting the salvation of 
her soul because she did not know how to break away 
from the circle in which she moved." 

Tobacco. This task-master is a devil indeed, and a 
black one at that. A Church member told me last Spring 
that he would give $500 to be free from his bondage. 
He is twin-brother to alcohol. Stinginess, peevishness, 
and filthiness delight to call him father. He often whips 
his slaves until they "feel too poor" to take a religious 
paper, and "can not afford" to pay much to spread the 
Gospel. At the same time they will squander dollars 
every year in his service. He blackens the teeth, pol- 
lutes the breath, deranges the stomach, and benumbs the 
brain. When his victims see their slavery and attempt 
to assert freedom, like Israel's masters, he increases their 
burdens, and will not " let them go." With the scorpion 
whip of cancers, heart disease, and kindred maladies, he 
has finally whipped many of his unhappy victims to 
death, and then laughed at their dying throes. 

Opium, hasheesh, and several other task-masters from 
the families of stimulants and narcotics, ply the lash over 
millions more of pitiable victims. 

Pride, public opinion, and passion have scourged to 
the death countless multitudes, and hold in chains to-day 
millions more who never drew the breath of spiritual 
freedom. 

Other masters might be mentioned, but enough have:

been to show that the souls enslaved, like Israel's, have 
been many. 

Pharaoh represented Moses' message as delusive. " Let 
them not regard vain words," was his ironical command. 
A like spirit has been manifested by Satan and his 
ranks of God and man haters in all ages. They have 
ever called God's messengers " fools," " lunatics," and 
"fanatics," and scoffed at their messages as "idle tales." 
They are ever ready to whisper to the awakened and 
inquiring sinner, "You have too much to give up," 
"You will lose in your business," "You will forfeit 
your friends," " You can not break off old habits," 
"You can not hold out," and thousands of like sugges- 
tions, that give the lie to Chri.st's promises of profit in 
both this and the life to come. 

I knew a young man who was called to the ministry. 
He was gaining a desirable property. A worldly friend 
said to him: "You are very foolish to think of giving 
up all your prospects in life and entering the ministry. 
Don't you know you will never be worth any thing in 
the world ?" " Poor people !" sighed an editor of a 
secular paper, over Bishop Taylor and his band who 
are entering Africa. "Poor worldlings," conies back the 
triumphant retort, "sigh not for us, but for yourselves." 

Pharaoh's charge was false. So is every reflection 
that Satan and his agents would cast upon the truth of 
God. 

Pharaoh's charge was designed to mystify and mislead 
his bondmen. Precisely so with every insinuation of 
Satan and his serv.mts against the Gospel of our Lord. 
He is the; great deceiver, and his business is by means 
fair or foid to hold eaptivp at his will. T hoard a con- 
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vert say shortly since: "I was deceived in regard to 
religion. Had I known it was so good I would have 
been a Christian long ago." " Why did you not tell 
us this before?" has been the exclamation of surprise 
from many as their deceptions in regard to God's truth 
have been dispelled. Pharaoh himself was compelled to 
feel the falsity of his foul accusation. Judgment after 
judgment fell upon him and his people, and finally more 
than the terror of all former ones was centered in the 
final stroke of the "destroying death angel;" and 
then, convinced of the divine might of the truth and 
power of the "words" he had derided, "Pharaoh rose 
up in the night, he and his servants, and all the Egyp- 
tians ; and there was a great cry in Egypt, for there was 
not an house where there was not one dead." In the 
day of final judgment, when all the enemies of Christ 
and his words shall appear before the great white throne, 
then in like manner shall their deceptions be triumph- 
antly exposed, and they compelled to bow the knee and 
confess him King whom they would not as Savior own. 
God gave Israel satisfactory proof thai his messages 
to them were divine. The miracles wrought by his serv- 
ants and the judgment that fell in response to their pre- 
dictions left no room for doubt in that direction. In 
like manner the Gospel message is attested by many 
" infallible signs." The fulfillment of the prophecies of 
the Old Testament, the teachings, mir.^cIes, and resur- 
rection of Jesus, the purity of his life, the fulfillment of 
his prophecies, the effects of his teaching upon .<ooietv, 
the futility of* all efforts to crush it, the testimony of 
thousands of uuimpeachable witnesses who have tested 
its realities in their own experience, and the ever- 
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operating influences of the Holy Spirit, all combine 
to convince the most skeptical of the divine origin 
of the message. If one remains unconvinced with all 
the light of the proof which God has given, it must be 
because he is either very stupid of head, or persistently 
perverse of heart. 

Pharaoh never helped to bear the burdens that he gave. 
He said : " Get you unto your burdens," and " Go, 
therefore, now and work, for there shall no straw be 
given you, yet shall ye deliver the tale of bricks." 
How different from Jesus. He says : " Come unto me, 
all ye that labor and are heavy laden, and I will give 
you rest;" " Take my yoke upon you, and learn of me, 
fori am meek and lowly in heart, and ye shall find rest 
to your souls. For my yoke is easy, and ray burden is 
light." "The load is all gone!" exclaimed a convert 
as he entered the service of his new Master. Satan, 
like Pharaoh, increases the burden. Christ lightens or 
gives strength to joyfully bear it. 

The children of Israel were between two contending 
forces. Pharaoh was determined that they should remain 
in bondage; and Moses, that they should assert their 
freedom. So Satan strives mightily for the retention of 
all beneath his power, while the Savior suffers, dies, 
intercedes, and sends the Spirit and the Church to strug- 
gle for their emancipation. " I feel," said one, " as if 
I was between two powers, and they were trying to pull 
me apart." 

When Pharaoh saw he could no longer keep Israel, he 
tried to effect a compromixe He said : " Go ve, sacrifice 
to your God in the land." Moses replu'd : ''It is not 
meet 80 to do." God had commanded that thev "go 
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into the wilderness," and Moses had no authority to 
countermand his order. When Satan sees that his serv- 
ice is about to be forsaken, lilte Pharaoh, he ever has 
a plausible appearing compromise to suggest. To one 
he says ; " Be a silent Christian ; there is no need of a 
public profession." To another he says: "No need of 
prayer; you are strong enough to succeed in your own 
strength." I have met many who have been duped by 
the first fallacy, and quite a number by the second. In 
either instance they remained in bondage. 

When one compromise failed, Pharaoh tried another. 
He said : " I will let you go ; only go not very far away." 
Satan never fails to make a similar trial with all who 
attempt to leave his service. He, too, says; "I will 
let you go ; only go not very far away." He wants 
souls to keep within capturing distance. He is quite 
willing that they should settle down in the village of 
" Carnal Security;" for his ally, the flesh, knows all the 
secret approaches to that place, and it will be but a 
pleasure for him at his leisure to capture them and bring 
them back. Nor will he make a great ado if they emi- 
grate to the staid little town of " Formality,'' for he 
knows that the climate there is so cold that they will 
soon either freeze to death or return of their own free 
will. He entreats many, if they must go, to stop in the 
city of " Worldly Conformity." His ally, the World, 
has many secret agents here, and he knows full well 
that all who can be induced to tarry here will not be 
lost to him. 

One morning last Summer I was startled by a sudden 
knock at the door. I met there a man who said he was 
sick of sin, and wanted me to come with him at once to 
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the Church and pray for him. I did so, and he seemed to 
be blessed. He, however, deferred making a more public 
profession, and soon was back as sadly as ever in bond- 
age. I have known many to " make a start," but, 
accepting some compromise of Satan, have been loath to 
leave the ball-room, the race-course, the circus, cards, 
and kindred evils, and soon again have been as firmly 
bound as before in their slavery. To accept any com- 
promise with Satan is invariably to sell out to him. 

Failing in the first two, Pharaoh resorts to a third. 
This is that the men shall go, and leave their families 
behind. Well aware was he that under such circum- 
stances a pressure which they could not resist would 
be brought to bear upon them to return. Satan tries 
the same expedient with those who will forsake his 
service. He says : "Go if you must; but do n't urge 
your companion, and do n't invite your children to go 
with you, for it will do more hurt than good." Well 
aware is he that a godless companion and godless 
children will, if it be possible, draw back to tlavery. 

The fourth and last compromise was that they should 
go, but leave their property. Satan always makes a like 
proposal. He whispers, " It will cost you a great deal 
to belong to the Church," and is desperate when one 
sings and acts : 

" Take my silver and my gold, 
Not a mite would I withhold." 
When Southern commissioners proposed a compro- 
mise in governmental matters to President Lincoln his 
reply was : " The government must have all." Just so 
God claims all as a condition of spiritual liberation. 

Beware of Satan's compromises. They are the webs 
with whic'h he seeks to entangle the escaping soi^i- i 
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And the blood shall be to you for a token upon the houses 
where ye are, and when I see the blood I will pass over you, and 
the plague shall not be upon you to destroy you, when I smite the 
land of Egypt. — Exonns xn, 13. 

F0R4SMUCH as ye know ye were not redeemed with corrupt- 
ible things, as silver and gold, from your vain conversation re- 
ceived by tradition from your fathers ; but with the precious blood 
of Christ as of a lamb without blemish and without spot. — 1 Peter 
I, 18-19.

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Israel's deliverance could be secured only through the 
offering of blood. A lamb without blemish was to be 
slaiu, its blood placed upon the posts of the house. And 
the Lord said: "The blood shall be to you for a token 
upon the houses where ye are ; and when I see the blood 
I will pass over you, and the plague shall not be upon you 
to destroy you when I smite the land of Egypt." The 
sinner's freedom likewise could be effected only through 
blood. "Without the shedding of blood there is no 
remission of sins;" " We have redemption through his 
blood;" "Forasmuch as ye know, ye were not 're- 
deemed with corruptible things, as silver and gold, . . . 
but with the precious blood of Christ, as of a lamb 
without blemish and without spot." 

" Common good has common price, 
Exceeding good exceeding ; 
Christ bougiu the Iteys of paradise 
By cruel bleeding." 

Many have said to me : "I do n't sec why the shed- 
ding of blood should be essential to salvation." A very 
intelligent man at the close of one of our meetings re- 
mained to make some honest inquiries. Ho had been 
educated an infidel, but the fact, which he confessed, that 
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Christianity does more for man than infidelity, had led 
him to stop and candidly investigate its claims and foun- 
dations. I said to him in the outset : " If you can have 
your objections answered and difficulties explained, will 
you become a Christian at once ?" He answered, decid- 
edly : " I will !" God's Spirit wonderfully assisted his 
servant, and it was only a brief time before he confessed 
all other difficulties to have vanished, and we were face 
to face with the question of the "shedding of blood 
essential to salvation." Our conversation was in sub- 
stance as follows : 

"Do you see the need of a Savior?" 

" I do not ; it seems to me that if I do right from 
this time on, that that is all that ought to be required." 

"But -what about your past sins?" 

" I had not thought of them." 

" Would it be safe for the State to make the only 
punishment of law-breakers the promise that they will 
cease to commit crime, make their wrongs as near right 
as possible, and henceforth do right ?" 

" No ; the safety of her citizens and the deserts of 
the criminal both demand that penalties shall be pro- 
nounced and executed." 

" If that is true of human government, have we not 
every reason to suppose it is of the divine?" 

" We surely have." 

" Can you not see, then, that it would not be safe or 
right for God to remit the penalty because you promise 
to do better?" 

"I never looked at it in this light before, but it 
does seem so." 

" Would it be safe for the State to pardon an offender 
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and restore him to citzenship if he would reform and 
live right, and in addition to this a substitute could be 
provided that would have an equal or greater influence 
in restraining crime as the punishment of the criminal?" 

" It seems to rae that a pardon might be safely given 
on such a condition, but on no other." 

" Now, do you not see that this is just the sinner's 
condition ? 

"He has broken the laws of the divine government, 
and in God's sight is a criminal. He has exposed him- 
self to the righteous punishment due to such an offender. 
For God to indiscriminately pardon such without any 
substitute for the punishment that would carry equal 
restraint with its execution, would be to create contempt 
for his laws, and place a premium on their violation. 
Imagine a man on trial for some crime. He is proved 
guilty, but pleads that the sentence shall not be pro- 
nounced against him. He gives as his reasons: 1st. 
That he is sorry that he committed the crime ; 2d. That 
he will do all he can to undo the harm he has done; 
3d. That he has not committed many crimes, and has 
done a great many good deeds ; 4th. That he is resolved 
never to break the law again. What depraved wretch 
is there that would not profess all of these things if he 
might clear himself by so doing? But no; the law has 
been broken, guilt is clearly proved, and the sentence 
must be served. Justice demands it, and you say, 'Yes, 
that is right.' Now, if the prisoner is to be saved the 
penalty of his crime, does he not need a redeemer?" 
" It certainly seems so." 

" The sinner's case is equally as needy. He has broken 
divine law. Both himself and his Maker are witnesses 
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to the fact. He has exposed himself to the sinner's 
awful penalty, and justice says it must fall. Mercy in 
the Savior's guise appears, and provides a substitute at 
infinite cost that will have on thinking beings as strong 
an influence to deter from sin as the execution of the 
penalty, and also procures the coming of the Holy Spirit 
into the soul to assist in living right. The sinner is 
utterly powerless to procure either the pardon or the 
Spirit's power ; without both he is lost forever. They 
both are proffered through the blood of Christ, and 
' whosoever will ' may thus accept them. Do you not 
see your need of such a Savior?" 

"I do." 

"Then, will you not here and now accept him?" 

" I see no reason why I should not." 

After explaining the conditions upon which Christ 
saves, we kneeled in prayer, and he there and then 
seemed to fully yield and accept salvation "through the 
blood." 

" To endless ages let us praise 
The precious blood whose price could raise 

The world from wrath and sin ; 
Whose streams our inward thirst appease, 
And heal the sinner's worst disease, 

If he but bathes therein. 

0, sweetest blood, that can implore 
Pardon of God, and heaven restore, 

The heaven which sin had lost ; 
While Abel's blood tor vengeance pleads. 
What Jesus shed still intercedes 
For those who wrong him most 1" 
Salvation through the blood was conditional. Thov 
were to sprinkle the "blood upon the door-posts" and 
"eat the flesh" as God had commanded, or the slied 
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blood would not avail for them. Just so the sinner must 
meet the conditions upon which pardon is olfered through 
the blood of Christ. Only he that believeth is saved 
through the blood, and that belief must include com- 
plete submission to all of God's requirements. To 
claim that all will be saved, irrespective of meeting 
these conditions, were as foolish as to suppose that 
drowning men for whom a life-boat has been provided 
will be saved when they stubbornly refuse to enter it. 

The children of Israel might have made many excuses 
for neglecting to accept of deliverance in God's way, but none 
of them would have been satisfactory. So with the excuses 
of the sinner. They are the broken ships in which souls 
are dashed upon the rocks of eternal ruin. They are the 
bait with whicli Satan angles for souls. The most 
specious of them should be shunned as serpents; for 
though they seek to charm, it is but that they may 
sting to death eternal. The reader is invited to look 
and see the absurd folly of the best of them : 

1. " I don't believe in Christ." All enlightened un- 
believers are like the woman at Duplain. She did not 
believe that the harmless appearing white powder which 
.slie swallowed would cause her death; but it did. Un- 
belief in facts never will alter them. 

2. " / think that all will be saved." Such resemble the 
|)assenger3 of a sinking ship, who think that all will 
snrely reach the desired port, yet finally perish because 
they will not get into the life-boat. 

3. " There are so many hypocrites." Every one who 
listens to lliis plea of Satan is like the man who will 
not take any ])ay because there is some counterfeit coin. 

4. " Do n't believe in future punishment," All who 
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sin because of such unbelief are like a man who robs 
his neighbor because he thinks the government will not 
execute its laws. 

5. " Am afraid of failing if I start." To listen to 
such an excuse would be as foolish as for one who has 
fallen in the mud to always lie there for fear of again 
falling. 

6. " I fear I am too wicked." The one who makes 
this plea is like the man who won't drink any because 
he is thirsty, or eat because he is hungry, or take med- 
icine because he knows that he is sick. The Savior 
says that he came to save the lost. 

7. " A good moral life is sufficient." All who reason 
thus are like children who claim that their duty ends 
in being kind and honest to each other, without love 
and obedience to parents. 

8. " It is so hard to break with sinful companions." 
How much harder it will be to go on with them to 
eternal ruin ! 

9. " Too much to give up." All who reject Christ on 
this account ai-e like the man who, when the ship was 
sinking, would save his gold at any expense, and so tied 
it to his waist, and thus by it he was borne to the bot- 
tom of the sea " Too much to give up " cost him his 
life. It has cost others life eternal. 

10. " Waiting for a special call." That reminds us 
of a man remaining abed and losing his breakfast 
because the bell rang for every one instead of each 
being called by name. The Gospel "whosoever" rings 
for all. 

11. "Can not understand the Bible." That is like a 
child refusing to learn his letters because he can not read. 
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Christ said : " If any man will do his will he shall 
know of the doctrine." 

12. "I don't feel like it." Silas Badboy did not 
" feel like it " when it was his duty to ask the teacher's 
forgiveness and be a good boy, but he had to, or suffer 
the consequences. So with all who do n't feel like sub- 
mitting to God. 

13. " Too many wrongs to repent of." That is like a 
man who has money enough given him to pay all of his 
debts, but because there is a great many he won't pay any. 

14. " No time to attend to it." All who think so are 
like a boy who disobeys his parents, and then tries to 
justify himself by .saying he has no time to mind them. 

15. "Can not make money so fast." This excuse is 
as if a man should hesitate to give up brass for gold and 
costly diamonds. " What shall it profit a man if he shall 
gain the vrhole world and lose his own soul?" 

16. " Tried once and failed." Such are like the Mr. 
Hungry, who, because he tried to get a meal of victuals 
once and failed, never will try again, but lie down and 
starve to death. 

17. "So many fail." To refuse to yield to Christ on 
that account would be like resisting the laws of the State, 
because so many fail to keep them. 

18. " Do n't feel deeply enough." What is thought 
of children who disregard the expressed wishes of kind 
parents, and continually grieve them, and then try to 
justify themselves by saying, " Wo would stop it if we 
only felt deeply enough." If that would be horrible 
toward earthly parents, how much more so toward our 
Heavenly Father I 

19. " Religion makes sad and melancholy." Yes, just

about as much as a pardon does the condemned prisoner, 
or health the hopeless invalid. 

20. " Was converted once, and believe once in grace, 
always in grace." As well might a clerk who receives 
certain wages on condition that he earns them, do noth- 
ing, and tlien insist on his pay. 

21 . " / am sincere in my unbelief." So was the boy 
who tampered with a loaded rifle; but his sincerity did 
not save his life. 

22. " I have no concern as to the future." Every un- 
converted person who feels that way is like Mr. Care- 
less who stood unconcerned upon the railroad track 
when the train was due, and was crushed beneath it. 

23. " / believe God is too good to punish his children 
hereafter." Such forget that we are his children only 
as we are obedient, otherwise no more so than are devils. 

24. " / belong to the Church." But if still uncon- 
verted you are like a criminal being borne to prison, 
who fancies he is safe because he is being carried in a 
train in which there are good people. 

25. "/ am not afraid to die." Such unconverted 
ones are like the man who was not afraid to ride his 
boat over Niagara Falls. They may go over like him, 
apparently free from fear, but it is to inevitable ruiu, 
for Christ has declared it. 

26. " Some time, but not just yet." If we make that 
excuse, we are like a prisoner condemned to death who 
spurns a pardon purchased for him at great expense ; or 
like a dying man who defers a remedy which, if taken 
at once, would certainly save his life. 

Satan in his efforts to palm off these spurious and 
damning excuses as real reasons is wonderfully ;ivtful 
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and persevering. Take, for instance, the excuse, " I 
don't feel deeply enough," for an example. He comes 
and suggests it, and then persistently repeats, it may be 
a thousand times, " You do n't feel deeply enough," 
etc., until the soul accepts it as the truth, and begins to 
Bay, " I do n't feel deeply enough," and rests in this lie 
of the devil as the truth itself. What is true of this 
excuse is true of every one with which he ever deceived 
a human soul. Every cherished excuse that keeps the 
soul from Christ is the child of Satan and a depraved 
heart, whose sole business it is to deceive the soul and 
lead it down into hopeless captivity under the everlasting 
chains of eternal doom. Spurn as an adder any sugges- 
tion that would deter a moment from the renunciation 
of sin and the acceptance of your Savior and your Lord. 
Israel was moved to obey God in part by fear. If 
they failed to apply the blood, they knew that God 
would keep his word, and that as certain as the morrow 
dawned the destroyer would " smite their first-born," 
and that they would suffer equally with the Egyptians. 
We read that in a like manner " Noah, moved with 
fear, prepared an ark to the saving of his house." So 
with the sinner. He is led to see his sins and the ruin 
he has brought upon himself He looks forward with 
dread apprehension to death and future judgment. He 
trembles lest at any moment some sore affliction should 
be sent for his chastisement. He says to himself: "If 
I do not soon yield, I feel that God will take my health 
or children or companion, or blight my business, or 
perhaps all of these befall me." He remembers that 
God has said : " Except ye repent ye shall . . . 
perish ;" also, " He that believeth not is condemned 
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already;" and "Hetliatbelievethnot shall be damned." 
As these awful facts arise before his face, if he is a 
rational being, he is afraid. Some say : " We do n't 
believe in being frightened into religion." They are 
like a poisoned man who says : " I do n't believe in being 
frightened into taking an antidote." How superlatively 
nonsensical to be afraid of ordinary calamities, and then 
tremble not in the presence of infinitely greater spiritual 
woes ! When the sinner, like the prodigal, " comes to 
himself," he is frightened from sin and ruin to obedi- 
ence and salvation. What would be thought of a person 
in a burning building, who, when he is awakened by 
the fire-bells and alarm of fire ! fire ! and exhortations 
of his friends to escape for his life, should lie still and 
mutter : " I 'm not going to be frightened out of this 
building." He would be called crazy at once, and yet 
he would be sane compared with the unconverted person 
who says : "I am not going to be frightened away from 
my sins." Another says: "Don't preach to me of hell 
and the terrors of the law; I can be won by nothing 
but love alone." Poor fool ! do n't you know that the 
warning you of " hell and the terrors of the law " is 
one of the kindest deeds of love you ever received? 
If you have broken God's law and are not concerned iu 
regard to the awful wrong, you are like a man in a burn- 
ing building, asleep, with the door locked and a powder 
magazine under him. What greater token of love could 
such an one receive than for some friend to force the 
window or the door, and press the alarm until it was 
heard and acted upon ? What would be thought of one 
thus endangered and warned if he should say : " Let 
me alone ; I do n't believe in all this clanging o(_ bells 
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and smashing of windows and excitement on this sub- 
ject. You need not think that all this, and the crack- 
ling of these flames, and your story of the powder maga- 
zine, will frighten me up. If you want to win me, you 
must try and do it by love!" One would almost pity 
the flames that would be compelled to cremate a wretch 
so ungrateful. But such an one is sensible compared 
with him who trifles thus with the messages of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

While it is unreasonable for the unpardoned sinner 
not to fear the awful perils to which he is exposed, and 
so fear them that he will fly from them, and never sleep 
until he is assured of safety, yet let it be remembered 
that afterwards he will learn to serve his new Master, 
not from fear, but love. While fear is a mighty motive 
with most in giving up their sins, love should be the 
mainspring of their after service. 

The Israelites partook of the passover prepared/or their 
future journey. They partook of it " with loins girded," 
"shoes on their feet," "stafls in their hands," and "in 
haste." This in a marked manner illustrates the way 
that the sinner should come to Christ. He should come 
prepared to quickly obey him in every thing, for often 
the " King's business requires haste," and he should be 
ready to " run the way of his commandment." His 
life henceforth is to be a pilgrimage, and his " loins " 
should be "girt about with truth," and " feet shod with 
the preparation of the Gospel of peace." He should 
" lay aside every weight," that he may able to " run 
with patience the race set before him." 

Ood's people were accompanied from Egypt by a " mixed 
mvUilude." Moved by various motives, many of the 
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Egyptians went with them. In a like manner people 
sometimes unite with the visible Church who are spiritual 
Egyptians at heart. I knew a party who made preten- 
sions to piety until he had secured an alliance with a 
religious lady, when he professed no more. Others may 
have made like pretensions to "help their business." 
Members of a Church in a certain place are in the habit 
of saying to persons coming to their town, whose member- 
ship they desire : " If you want to move in the best society 
you will have to join our Church." Some under such a 
pressure, doubtless, have been induced to unite, to gain 
social position. " A great many who started in the last 
revival have gone back again," is a statement heard 
sometimes in regard to revival work. The fact is some- 
times mentioned as if the fault was with the revivalist 
or the pastor or the Church. The blame may some- 
times rest with them, but the "mixed multitude" idea 
will more frequently explain it. No one should be sur- 
prised at the falling away of many after a great Gospel 
ingathering. It always has been, and always will be so. 
The Savior anticipated and explained this in his parable 
of the "sower and the seed." There were then, are now, 
and ever will be where the Gospel seed is sown, " good 
ground," "thorny ground," and "wayside hearers." 
This fact should not discourage the Gospel worker, but 
stimulate him to do all that lies within his power to re- 
deem from the wayside, remove the " stones " and de- 
stroy the "thorns," so that any failure may not be 
because of his neglect. While much seed and labor may 
seem to be lost, yet God stimulates every worker with 
the glad assurance, " So shall my word be that pro- 
ceedeth out of my mouth ; it shall not return unto me 
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void, but it shall accomplish that which I please, and 
it shall prosper in the thing whereto I send it." 

God guided the Israelites from the beginning of their 
journey. "And the Lord went before by day in the 
pillar of a cloud, and by night in a pillar of fire, to give 
them light to go by day and night." Just so from the 
minute that the sinner turns from sin God will guide 
him. He will make the way so plain before his obedient 
feet that he need not miss it. The Spirit and the Word, 
by day and by night, will guide from the Egypt of sin 
to the highlands of holiness. 

They went out in haste. So with the sinner. For a 
long time he may be " thinking about " his condition ; 
but the time comes, when, startled by the surgings of 
death's overflow stream, or the black storm-cloud of 
past transgressions, or the flash of the sword of justice, 
or the frown of an offended God, or the lashes of a 
guilty conscience, or the gleam of the great white judg- 
ment throne, or the tragical picture of awaiting doom, 
or the fiery furnace of affliction, or the dawning of the 
great eternity, or all of these things combined, he, like 
Bunyan's Christian, turns his back to the City of Destruc- 
tion, and " flies from the wrath to come, and lays hold 
on eternal life." 

In attempting to escape from Egypt they were pur- 
sued by Pharaoh and his followers. When the Israelites 
saw themselves at the mercy of Pharaoh and his men of 
might, we read that " they were sore afraid." They 
doubtless thought that, now they had left Egypt, 
Pharaoh would molest them no more. Vain delusion ! 
With intensified wrath he pursues, and now threatens 
their utter annihilation. Their condition seems worse 
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than when slaves in Egypt. The seeking sinner often 
feels as they did. " I feel a good deal worse than when 
the revival began," said one under this impulse. While 
they were quiet in Egypt, Pharaoh knew they were in 
his power ; but now he sees that he is losing his victims, 
and hence his fierce onset for their recovery. So with 
Satan. While we are quietly living in the world, and 
making no especial eifort to escape, Satan is compara- 
tively quiet, but when once the world is renounced and 
we claim the freedom proffered by the Savior, then the 
devil pursues with all his hounds. Mr. Moody relates 
the following, which forcibly illustrates the thought 
under consideration : " Sambo," said an infidel judge, 
"how is it that you Christians are always talking about 
the conflicts you have with Satan ? I am better off 
than you are. I do n't have any conflicts or trouble, and 
yet I am an infidel, and you are a Christian — always 
in a muss. How 's that Sambo ?" This floored the 
colored man for awhile. He did not know how to 
meet the old infidel's argument. So he shook his head 
sorrowfully and said: "I dunno, massa, I dunno." 
The judge always carried a gun along with him for 
hunting. Pretty soon they came to a lot of ducks. 
The judge took his gun and blazed away at them, and 
wounded one and killed another. The judge said 
quickly, " You jump in, Sambo, and get that wounded 
duck before he gets off," and did not pay any attention 
to the dead one. In went Sambo for the wounded duck, 
and came out reflecting. The colored man then thought 
he had an illustration. He said to the judge : " I hab 
him now, massa ; I 'se able to show you how de Christian 
hab de greater conflict dan de infidel. Do u'tyou know 
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de moment you wounded dat ar duck how anxious you 
was to get 'im out, and you did not care for de dead 
duck, but just left 'im alone ?" " Yes," said the judge. 
" Well," said Sambo, " you see how dat ar dead duck 's 
a sure thing. I 'se wounded, and I tries to get away 
from de debbil. It takes trouble to ketch me, but, 
massa, you 're a dead duck ; dar is no squabble for you. 
The debbil have you sure !" 

Pharaoh wag foiled because the people " cried to Ood " 
for help. In a like manner the escaping sinner may 
ever triumph over his spiritual foes. Resist the devil, 
and he will flee from you." He is a coward, and will 
run if resisted. May each forsake his service forever ! 
4 
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He rebuked the Red Sea also, and it was dried up : so he led 
them through the depths, as through the wilderness. And he 
saved them from the hand of him that hated them, and redeemed 
them from the hand of the enemy. And the waters covered their 
enemies : there was not one of them left. Then believed they his 
words ; they sang his praise. — Psalms cvi, 9-12. 

If therefore the Son shall make you free, ye shall be free in- 
deed. — John viii, 36. 

The chains that have bound me are flung to the wind ; 

By the mercy of God the poor slave is set free ; 
And the strong grace of heaven breathes strong o'er the mind, 

Like the bright waves of Summer that gladden the sea. 
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Many of the events occurring at this point in the 
history of this people are vividly illustrative of those 
which occur with the sinner at the point of conversion.. 

The darkness of despair was immediately followed by 
the light of deliverance. Sweeping down upon them from 
behind and lilse a terrific whirlwind, was one of the 
world's mightest armies, exasperated and thirsting for 
blood, and led by victors of many a battle-field, headed 
by one of earth's mightiest kings, himself furious with 
rage. Before them, and now at their very feet, like a 
bottomless abyss, the Red Sea seems waiting to swallow 
them up. Their condition seems to be without one ray 
of hope. To go back is sure ruin, to stand still is to 
be crushed by Pharaoh's power, and to go ahead is to 
meet with what seems to be an insurmountable difficulty. 
Just so with the sinner when he comes to the point of 
full surrender. To go back or to stand still is to fall a 
wretched victim to Satan's cruel and deceptive rage ; 
while to obey God and go forward is to meet with what 
seems to be some difficulty that can not be conquered. 
When I reached that point the agony was intense. I 
dare not go l>ack, I dare not stand still ; but when I 
looked forward there lay right in the direction of my 
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longed for liberty a duty that it seemed t» me I could 
never do. I was about to teach school and the Spirit 
said : " You ought to read and pray before your pupils." 
Satan said, " You can 't do that," and he repeated this 
so often and with such vehemence that I for a time be- 
lieved him. It was ray Red Sea. Sometimes, as in 
my case, it is some one thing, and with others it is 
many things. Sometimes it is a confession of wrong 
words said, or wrong deeds done, or forgiving the wrongs 
of others, or restitutions to make, or kindred things ; 
and with others the struggle comes in a more general 
way over the question of total surrender in all things to 
God. In either case Satan attempts to make the mole- 
hill look like a mountain, and the drop like a shore- 
less ocean ; and whether he marshals his forces and at- 
tacks every part of the being at once, or concentrates 
them with focalized fury at the weakest point, as he did 
with me, it matters not, for in either case he will do all 
that lies within his power to make advancement seem 
impossible. Just now a lady called, feeling that she 
" must have help or die." The darkness of despair was 
settling over her, but she went " forward," and her Red 
Sea opened, light broke in, and freedom sweet was found. 
Just at the point of Israel's utter despair there came 
the joyful message: " Fear ye not; stand still and see the 
salvation of the Lord which he will show you to-day, for 
the Egyptians ye have seen to-day, ye shall see them 
again no more forever. The Lord shall fight for you, 
and ye shall hold your peace." Then came the command, 
"Go forward I" and quickly tliey were free, and all their 
enemies destroyed. The black, black night of bitter 
bondage suddenly gave place to the bright, bright day 
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of long-hoped-for liberty. Thus suddenly may the sin- 
ner be translated from the power of darkness into the 
marvelous light of spiritual day. Saul of Tarsus was, 
and millions likewise. You may; it is God's will and 
your privilege. 

The people reached a place where they could do nothing 
bvi " stand still and see the salvation of the Lord." Pre- 
cisely so with the seeker of Christ. He reaches a place 
where he confesses and forsakes all sin, and fully sur- 
renders to God ; where he sees that nothing but the 
power of God can save him ; where he sings : 

" Kothing in my hands I bring ; 
Simply to the cross I cling ;" 

where he sees that none but Jesus has power to pardon 
a single sin ; where he remembers that God says, " Let 
the wicked forsake his way, and the unrighteous man 
his thought, and let him return unto the Lord, and he 
will have mercy on him, and unto our God for he will 
abundantly pardon," and feels that he has forsaken all 
wicked ways and renounced all evil thoughts, and re- 
turned as a suppliant suing for mercy to his kingly 
Father, and has now nothing more that he can do but 
expectantly " look " for the bestowment of the pardon 
promised. He says : " I '11 keep surrendered and keep 
looking until salvation I shall see." He feels : 

" Weeping will not save me ; 

Though my face were bathed in tears ; 
That could not allay my fears, 
Could not wash the sins of years — 
Weeping will not save me." 



"Working will nnt save me; 
Purest deeds thai t can do, 
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Holiest thoughts and feelings, too, 
Can not form my soul anew— 
Working will not save me." 

So he turns from all else to Christ, and, obediently 
" looking " to him, he beoomes conscious of his great 
salvation. 

" By faUh they passed through the Red Sea as by 
dry land, which the Egyptians essaying to do, were 
drowned." (Heb. xi, 29.) .There are several particulars 
in which the faith of the people at this place is like the 
faith that must be exercised at conversion. 

It was an obedient faith. Its exercise was preceded 
and attended by complete surrender to God's will. They 
had left Egypt at his word, and were ready to under- 
take to do the seemingly impossible, should he command 
it. Likewise, the seeker for pardon must, in order to 
exercise the faith that brings it, confess and forsake all 
sin, and pledge allegiance to his Savior King. Some 
have simply " turned over a new leaf," " reformed in 
some particulars," " went forward," " been baptized," 
" asked for prayers," or, perhaps, united with some 
Church ; and then, because they had done these things, 
wondered why it was that they could, not exercise the 
faith that would bring the knowledge of sins forgiven. 
Such acts are good and helpful if rightly used, but can 
never be substituted instead of the clearly revealed con- 
ditions on which, and only on which, the King and 
government of heaven the pardon offers; i. e., full con- 
fession and renunciation of sin, and sworn allegiance to 
God and his government. When this condition is met, 
then the exercise of faith in God's promises of salvation 
is just as easy as breathing. I tried for weeks to believe 
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myself into salvation when I was trying to dodge the 
question of praying in my school, but I miserably failed ; 
but when I fully yielded at that last point I could not 
help believing, and the sweet peace of a soul forgiven 
was mine. God save us from trying to " dodge " issues 
insisted on by our Maker! He who is trying to believe 
that God pardons him when he is not meeting the terras 
upon which salvation is offered to all, is guilty of 
presumption, which, if persisted in, will bring certain 
ruin. 

It was a rational faith. It rested not in conjecture 
or feeling, but in a definite promise given by God him- 
self. God had said to Moses : " Lift up thy rod, and 
stretch out thine hand over the sea, . . . and the 
children of Israel shall go over on dry ground." They 
believed that the conditions being met, God would do 
just what he had agreed to, and acted accordingly. 
God in many places expressly promises to pardon all 
who will forsake sin and obey him. It is as if a father 
of unquestionable integrity should write to his wayward 
son saying : " If you will reform and come home, I will 
pardon you, and treat you as my son again." The boy 
has a definite projiise, and it would be unreasonable 
for him to disbelieve it ; and trusting that, he comes ex- 
pecting to receive the proffered pardon. It having been 
made possible by the sacrifice of Christ for God to do 
so, he solemnly promises to grant a full pardon to all 
who meet the plainly stated terms upon whicli it is 
offered. To disbelieve that he is true to his offer, when 
we meet the conditions, is to offer him an infinite insult. 
If it is unreasonable to doubt the veracity of a man 
of established integrity, how much more so to doubt the 
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truthfulness of Him who is the truth, and whose every 
promise is as changeless as himself! 

I have read somewhere of a man who was led into 
the light by his employer. At first the way of faith 
seemed dark to him, and, hoping to help him, his master 
sent him a note, asking him to come and see him at six 
o'clock. He came promptly, with the letter in his hand. 
When ushered into his room, his master inquired : "Do 
you wish to see me, James ?" James was confounded, and 
holding up the note requesting him to come, said : 
" The letter ! the letter !" " O," said the master, " I see 
you believe I wanted to see you, and when I sent you the 
message you came at once ?" " Surely, sir ! surely, sir !" 
replied James. " Well, see ! here is another letter, sent 
by one equally as earnest," said his master, holding up 
a slip of paper with some texts of Scripture written 
upon it. James took the paper, and began to read 
slowly : " Come — unto — me — all — ye — that — labor," etc. 
His lips quivered, his eyes filled with tears, and, like to 
choke with emotion, he thrust his hand into his jacket 
pocket, grasping his large red handkerchief, with which 
he covered his face, and there he stood for a few mo- 
ments, not knowing what to do. At length he inquired : 
" Am I just to believe that in the same way that I be- 
lieved your letter ?" " Just in the same way," rejoined 
his master. This expedient was owned of God in set- 
ting James at liberty. He was a happy believer that 
very night, and has continued to go on his way rejoic- 
ing in God his Savior, to point others to Cavalry and 
walk in the narrow way. 

It was an expectant faith. At God's command they 
inarched right forward with safety in the midst of the sea. 
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and God's power thus was to be made manifest. Just so 
we must come for pardon, expecting it just as much as 
the hungry child expects his food at meal-time, and 
verily we shall not be disappointed. Red Seas will 
divide, mountains will crumble, and we, by faith, shall 
overcome. Hallelujah ! 

It was a personal faith. They made sure that they 
met the conditions, and that the promise was to them, 
and then expected themselves to realize the great salva- 
tion. If John simply believes that the promises are 
for all in general, and not for himself in particular, he 
will not get the blessing. He must believe that they 
are for himself as much as if he were the only one on 
earth. The devil is after him, sin is ruining him, hell 
is greedy for him, friends are praying for him, the 
Spirit is striving with him, Jesus died for him, and 
every promise of salvation in the Bible is for him ; and 
he must make a personal matter of it, or all avails him 
naught. 

It was a present faith. They believed that, there and 
then, God would undertake for them as he had agreed. 
Satan is satisfied if he can induce one to say, " I believe 
God will save some time," and rest there. I am to be- 
lieve on the authority of God's changeless Word that, 
just now while I am meeting the conditions upon which 
he sees fit to offer to save me, he is saving. 

Of all who exercise such a faith as that above de- 
scribed it is written : " He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life ;" " According to their faith, so ' 
it is unto them ;" " Watch vigilantly, lest Satan deceive 
yon with a spurious faith." May we each exercise an 
obedient, rational, expectant, personal, and present faith 
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in the blood that buys our forgiveness and frees from 
Satan's thralldora ! 

Their deliverance was all of Ood. He called them, 
led them, defeated and destroyed their foes, and made 
the path through the sea for their salvation. So with 
the sinner. God awakens, stimulates, strives, pleads, 
bleeds, and saves, and man simply yields and follows. 
With Israel at this point it was a question of escaping 
danger more than of future service. They feared Pharaoh 
and his hosts, and this was a mighty motive which moved 
them to action. With many the beginning of the Chris- 
tian life is similar to this. They feel that they 
" Can but perish if tliey go, 
And are resolved to try, 
For if tliey stay away they know 
They shall forever die." 

As Noah, moved with fear, prepared an ark to the 
saving of his house, so many, moved by fear of an im- 
pending and eternal doom, prepare to meet their God, 
and seek that love through which duty becomes delight. 

The Red Sea commemorated a great deliverance. The 
power of Pharaoh and Egypt was broken, and Israel, 
delivered from these enemies, was God's people. When 
the sinner is converted he meets with a like change. 
His past sins are all forgiven, the power of Satan and the 
world is broken, and he becomes a child of God. The 
change is so marvelous that no language can express it. 

Israel had satisfactory evidence that this ddin'rancc 
was real. 

First. They had God's Word for it. 

Second. They saw the defeat of their enemies. 

Third. They saw with their own eyes that they were 
not in Egypt. 
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First. The converted man has similar evidence. As 
soon as he meets the conditions of salvation he has 
God's Word for it that he is saved. "Do yon believe 
you are saved ?" said a saint to a seeker. " I have not 
the evidence I want," said he ; "I have nothing but 
the Word for it." " Nothing but the Word I" What a 
blasphemous impeachment of the veracity of the Most 
High ! Rather let the obedient, trusting soul say : " I 
have the Word of my Maker that he is saving me, and 
in that will I trust forever. The earth shall melt, the 
heavens vanish, and all things seen shall disappear, but 
the Word of my God shall endure forever. In that I 
trust, and trusting, feel as secure as a sunbeam resting in 
the mighty ocean." Then can he sing — 

** In his AVord I am trusting, assurance divine ! 
I 'm hoping no longer ; I know he is mine." 

He that thus believeth will have "the witness in 
himself" 

Second. They will see the defeat of their enemies. 
When Satan tem])ts he will be resisted, and old habits 
will be conquered, and all enemies overcome. 

Third. " Old things will have passed away, and all 
things become new." New hopes, new joys, new friends, 
new books, new papers, new homes, new habits, all will 
attest the wondrous change from darkness unto light, 
and the soul sees the difference just as clearly as Israel 
saw the crystal walls of water that rose on either side. 

At thU point they were "baptized unto Moses," and 
here the newly saved, having forsaken the " world, the 
flesh, and the dovil," arc "baptized unto Jesus." 

As they each hereafter were identified with God's visible 
Church, so will each one delivered from spiritual IC-jvpt 
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unite with some branch of his Church below, and by 
God's grace be an earnest worker in the same. 

Red Sea of spiritual deliverance ! Thou art the birth- 
place of our souls into a kingdom all of whose glories 
even eternity will be unable to unfold, and as such we 
will commemorate thee forever. 

Dear reader, if you have not already done so, I plead 
with you to settle this matter just uow. To THIS 
MOMENT renounce the Egypt of sin, and, accepting soul 
liberty through our Savior, place your name upon the 
"Roll of Liberty and Life," and by God's grace sign 
before you lay down the book, and ever keep the ac- 
companying pledge. 

If you will do this, you will please God, be true to 
yourself, save your own soul, and doubtless win many 
others. Then, also, you will be prepared to gladly ac- 
company us as we hasten on to Canaan's summits, that, 
rising in the distance, even now invite our tarrying feet. 

If you put it off, you will wrong your Maker, your 
fellow-man, and yourself; will do violence to your rea- 
son, harden your conscience, insult your Savior, grieve 
and, perhaps, forever quench the Holy Spirit, dare fu- 
ture judgment, invite affliction, and, perhaps, bring upon 
yourself a death and eternity as tragical as the following: 

" A young man, at the close of a religious service, 
was asked to decide the matter of his soul's salvation. 
He said: 'I will not do it to-night.' Well, the Chris- 
tian man kept talking with him, and he said : ' I insist 
that to-night you either take God or reject him.' ' Well,' 
said the young man, ' if you put it that way I will reject 
him. There now, the matter's settled.' On his way 
home on horseback, he knew not that a tree had fallen 
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aslant the road, and he was going at full speed, and he 
struck the obstacle and dropped lifeless. That night 
his Christian mother heard the riderless horse plunging 
about the barn, and suspecting that something terrible 
was the matter, slie went out and came to the place 
where her son lay, and she cried out : ' 0, Henry ! dead, 
and not a Christian ! 0, my son ! my son ! dead, and not 
a Christian ! 0, Henry ! Henry ! dead, and not a 
Christian !' " 

Or should your life be spared, and salvation later 
still be offered, it may be with you as it was with 
one in a terrible storm on Lake Michigan. Hope of 
safety had faded from every heart, and each moment a 
watery grave was expected. One who was there en- 
dangered was afterwards asked if he did not then feel 
like praying? "No," he said, "/ could not believe that 
God would hear me." 

Or you may finally feel as the old man did when 
urged to make the long-deferred choice. He answered: 
"No, I can not do it now; it would be offering the dregs 
of my life to God." 

After attending one of our meetings a man dreamed 
that he saw an angel in his room, holding in its hand a 
weight suspended by a cord, a strand of which was 
broken. Then it seemed to him as if the angel said: 
"This is the brittle thread of thy life." O, unsaved one! 
This passing opportunity may be the brittle thread upon 
which hangs thy life eternal. Don't neglect it! 

May you now decide, as you will wish you had when 
the death-damp is gathering on your brow, and when, to 
give an account for this moment's decision, you stand 
before the great white throne ! 
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If the Son, therefore, shall make ye 
FREE, ye shall be free indeed.— 
John viii, 36.

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MoEKOVER thou leddest them in the day by a cloudy pillar ; 
and in the night by a pillar of fire, to give them light in the way 
wherein they should go. Thou earnest down also upon Mount 
Sinai, and spakest with them from heaven, and gavest them right 
judgments and true laws, good statutes and commandments. . . . 
And gavest them bread from heaven for their hunger, and 
hroughtest forth water for them out of the rock for their thirst, 
and promisedst them that they should go in to possess the land 
which thou hadst sworn to give them.

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Place : Route of Israel from the Red Sea to Ka- 
desh Barnea, on the border of Canaan. Many of the 
events occurring here vividly illustrate those which occur 
in the lives of believers betv^een the time when they are 
converted and that when they come to the point of re- 
ceiving or rejecting the fullness of the Holy Ghost. This 
may be called the Sinai Wilderness experience, and 
should not be confounded with the Desert Wilderness 
experience, which began after the defeat at Kadesh. 
That is a photograph of the life of the backslider, thu of 
the converted believer. 

The devil displays great cunning in his efforts to 
persuade many of his victims that they are in this, when 
in truth they are in that. Beware of his devices! 

In this section of their journey they sang songs of con- 
scions deliverance, exclaiming : " The Lord is my strength 
and my song, and is become my salvation." In the par- 
allel experience at times the converted soul " can not 
keep from singing," 

" Hallelujah I 'tis done, I believe on the Son ; 
I am saved by the blood of the Crucified One," 
or kindred songs of the soul's redemption. Often there 
will be " songs in the night," and " music in the soul." 
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Israel here had broken loose from the control, service, 
and dominions of Pharaoh. In alike manner all justified 
believers have forsaken the service, control, and domin- 
ions of Satan. Knowing that " whoso comraitteth sin 
is the servant of sin," and that he that cominitteth sin 
is of the devil, and that " of whom a man is overcome, 
of the same is he brought in bondage," and that "no 
man can serve two masters, for either he will hate the 
one and love the other, or else he will hold to the one 
and despise the other," they have " renounced the devil 
and all his works," and will, knowingly, do nothing 
that will please him. If surprised into such an act, 
they are deeply pained, and at once sincerely repent and 
claim forgiveness. They also " renounce " the " vain 
pomp and glory of this world," with all covetous desires 
of the same, so that they will not follow or be led by them. 
What a sadly ridiculous spectacle for those who have 
done this to be at the theater, Sunday excursion, race- 
course, circus, rink, card-table, raffle, or kindred places; 
thus acting a huge lie, and proving by their support of 
these soul-traps of the devil that they are either hypo- 
crites or deluded ! Such are as far from the Sinai Wil- 
derness experience as darkness is from light. When- 
ever Satan is unable to secure the rejection of the 
Gospel, his next effort is to lower its standard. He, there- 
fore, attempts to substitute "a good moral life," or a 
"nominal Church membership," for justification, justifi- 
cation for entire sanctifieation, and make his dupes be- 
lieve that this can be gained only after the death-line. 
He has succeeded so well that many professors are ap- 
palled at the Bible picture of a justified life, and find 
themselves in spiritual Egypt instead of the Sinai Wil- 
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demess experience of justifying grace. Had they con- 
sidered tiiis subject with a fraction of the force expended 
by them upon worldly themes, long since would they 
have seen the fallacies in which their surface thinking 
has ensnared them. 

They were God's people Just as truly as when in Canaan. 
In a like manner are all who have really crossed the 
Red Sea of conversion and are pressing Canaanward. 
They have a title to heaven, and unless they forfeit it, 
are sure to get there. Before their conversion they 
were spiritually dead ; now they are alive, and when 
they enter Canaan they will be strong. 

During this part of their journey they received especial 
preparatory instruction. By miracles and judgments, by 
the manna for food, and the cloud and pillar of fire for 
guidance, by the giving of the law and the construction 
of the tabernacle at Mt. Sinai, by the vestments of the 
priests, the ceremonies and furniture of the tabernacle, 
and the clear teachings of Moses and his assistants, they 
were instructed as to their own need, the nature of God, 
and the blessedness of doing the divine will. Likewise 
all who are converted are " taught of God." They 
" learn of Jesus." They are " disciples," and grow rap- 
idly in the knowledge of themselves and God's claims 
upon them, their privileges, an8 wonderful possibilities 
under grace. The spiritual Sinai "Wilderness is the " pre- 
paratory department" to the Canaan " university course." 

They were fed with bread from heaven. Likewise God 
feeds the least of them that love him with the " bread 
that Cometh from above." He who does not love to 
meditate upon the Word of God may know by this that 
be is not a pardoned man. 
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They were placed under a teouiher who, in a good sense of 
that fhraae, " made holiness a hobby." Moses " preached 
it in every sermon;" he- preached it whether "men 
would hear or forhear ;" he preached it " strongly, con- 
stantly, and explicitly." How like Jesus, the teacher of 
the justified, who repeatedly asserts that only those who 
" do the will " " shall enter the kingdom," and prays, 
" Sanctify them through thy truth," and positively pro- 
hibits his apostles from their life-work until within them 
the " promise of the Father " is fulfilled, and they re- 
ceive " power from on high." 

The blood of "sprinkling," the awful "curses" at- 
tached to the violation of the law, the " blessings " 
connected with its keeping, and the many exhortations 
received to " sanctify themselves," and " be holy," all 
continually reminded them of their obligation to live a 
holy life. 

So with all who have forsaken the service of Satan. 
A holy God in the form of the Holy Father, Holy Son, 
and Holy Spirit, through the Holy Word and a holy 
ministry, keep constantly before them the deep need of 
holiness of heart and life. They feel its need, long for 
its attainment, and seek to enter into its blessedness. 
Though not yet in the Canaan of perfect love, they 
"earnestly desire" there to be. They frequently feel as 
one did who witnessed : " One day, while in this state, 
I went into a holiness meeting, and the songs and the 
faces of the people who sang them, struck conviction 
through me. I came up to Kadesh Barnea, looked 
over into the promised land, and wanted to get in." 
" Hatred " of Bible holiness is never found in those 
who are truly justified, but among backsliders, professors 
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who never were converted, and other dwellers in the 
swamps of spiritual Egypt. 

God called his people " out of Egypt " that he might lead 
them "into Canaan." Likewise we are called "out of 
darkness " " into light," out of " uncleanness " into 
" holiness," and have been " chosen in him before the 
foundation of the world, that we should be holy and 
without blame before him." 

They were earnest workers. They built the tabernacle 
and discharged the other duties connected with the life 
they were living. Likewise all who are living in the 
light of justifying grace will be found as " workers with 
God." To cease to work for God is to forfeit pardon. 
Laziness is as wicked in God's sight as profanity. " Do- 
nothing " people must get out of Egypt before they can 
get into Canaan. 

They made foolish prayers. God answered, and " gave 
them the desire of their heart, but sent leanness to their 
souls." It was when the disciples were in this stage of 
their experience that they wanted to call for fire from 
heaven to consume their enemies, and asked for the 
" first place " in the Savior's kingdom. 

A brother minister's little boy was overheard to pray : 
" O God, do send me a little brother." In about a month 
the little brother came, but was very weak and cross. 
The little fellow was greatly disappointed, and after re- 
straining his pent-up feelings for some time, exclaimed : 
"O dear, I would not have asked God for a little 
brother if I had known he would have been so cross !" 

Many have insisted upon riches, to the ruination of 
their souls. Others, like the little boy who prayed, "Lord, 
let me live to be ninety years old, and as much more as 
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you think best," have prayed for long life, and then, 
like him, have lived to lament their folly. Others have 
insisted that God should spare the lives of their children, 
and then, like the mother who did so and afterward saw 
the self-same son die a murderer upon the gallows, have 
learned too late that God's way was best. " We know 
not what we should pray for as we ought," and it is only 
when we live in constant communion with that Spirit 
who " maketh intercession according to the will of God," 
that we will be able at all times to pray wisely. 

In spiritual Egypt there is no real prayer. In the 
Sinai Wilderness experience there are many unwise 
prayers. In spiritual Canaan there is the " fervent and 
eifectual prayer " that " availeth much." 

They were "out of Egypt" but not "into Canaan.'' 
Likewise God's people may be out of the Egypt of sin, 
but not into the Canaan of the Spirit's power. Such 
was the condition of Isaiah l)efore his lips were touched 
with the " live coal ;" the Disciples prior to Pentecost ; 
Fletcher, Wesley, Mrs. Edwards, Earl, Uphara, Bishop 
Hamline, Harrison, Moody, and a host of others, for a 
period after crossing the Red Sea of conversion. 

They were unduly influenced by the mixed multitude. 
In a similar way, without the Spirit's fullness, the be- 
liever will be unduly swayed by the wishes and opinions 
of the surrounding unsaved. Pandering to such influ- 
ences, God's people have sometimes permitted that to 
be practiced in his name and for his service that has 
brought odium instead of blessing. The demand for 
ungodly choristers and choirs, for preaching that will 
please and never offend, for restraint to be thrown over 
audible responses in religious meetings, for questionable 
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expedients for raising money for religious purposes, for 
trasliy literature in the Sunday-school and the home, 
and kindred encroachments on the purity of the Gospel, 
comes in a great degree from this source. 

They were inclined to live on old manna. To their 
disgust it soon " bred worms." The same is true of 
believers in the parallel experience. They sometimes 
foolishly attempt to work to-day on the strength of yes- 
terday, or fcfndly look backward to a past experience 
instead of upward for a present one. They fail to con- 
stantly claim fresh manna from above. 

They were honored and encouraged by frequent expres- 
sions of divine favor. The daily manna, the quenching 
of their thirst, victory over their enemies, the pillar of 
cloud and of fire, and many other heavenly tokens told 
them that they were God's and that he was kindly car- 
ing for them. So with all who are truly justified. Fre- 
quent feasts of " food " from above, and draughts from 
the river of the " water " of life, increasing victories 
over the enemies of the soul, and occasional manifesta- 
tions of the divine presence, all show clearly that the 
new life is imparted in the soul ; and, like the apostles 
before their entrance into the Canaan of perfect love, 
they have been with Jesus on the mountain of transfig- 
uration, often have sat at his feet as humble pupils, and 
know that, though Canaan still lies before them, yet 
still their " names are written in heaven." 

They were thoroughly organized. They "came out" 
from Egypt, but they did not " come out " from each 
other. Although there were bad persons among both 
the people and the priests, yet this did not prevail as an 
excuse for " coming out." This analogy should, doubt- 
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less, ever hold good where the religious organization, 
like the Church at that time, is subject to divine direction. 
The " come-outisra " that prevails in sonae sections re- 
minds of " JcfRn and his wife," who had, with quite a 
body, seceded from a Church, and then, with others, 
separated from the seceding body, and continued the 
process until they were the only ones left. It is said 
ttiat then she was aslied concerning the true Church, 
and her reply was : " I believe that we have the true 
religion and are the true Church, only I sometimes have 
my doubts about John." 

In this stage of their history their spiritual vision was 
dim. Like the blind man before his complete healing, 
they could see, but not clearly. Hence they said and 
did a great many foolish and short-sighted things that 
clear vision would have prevented, and in regard to 
which second thought brought sorrow. The like is em- 
phatically true of most, between the time of their con- 
version and when they enter into the experience of 
entire sanotifioation. Though followers and learners 
of Jesus, their eyes are " holden " that they do not see 
clearly the deep spiritual things of the kingdom. Spir- 
itual cleansing, and power, and holiness seem desirable 
to them, but are sought indefinitely, and seem to be seen 
as through a mist. Egypt is " darkness," Sinai Wilder- 
ness is " dim sight," Canaan is " perfect vision." 

They kept the ordinances of the Church. The Sab- 
bath-day, the holy convocations, and all other divine 
regulations were sacredly regarded. In a similar way 
will the true believer regard Christian duties and priv- 
ileges. Scripture-searching, family and private prayer, 
prayer, experience, Sunday-school, sacramental, and 
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preaching services will be regularly regarded. Duty 
will not be delighted in as when the Canaan experience 
has been reached, bxd it will be done just as certainly as 
then. 

Wrong was abandoned as soon as detected. Their 
dim vision and weaknesses caused them many times to 
fall; but instead of keeping down or wandering off to 
remain in forbidden ways, they arose and pressed onward. 
So with all who remain truly justified. Though they 
sometimes fall, yet they seek at once God's pardoning 
favor, arise, and triumphantly exclaim : " Rejoice not 
against me, O mine enemy ; when I fall I shall arise !" 
The time is near when they will learn the secret of 
"standing," and "having done all to stand;" but until 
then, though they " fall seven times a day," yet will they 
arise again. If, like Peter, they deny their Lord one 
moment, like him they repent with bitter tears the next. 
In this part of their journey they laid aside the ornaments 
which they wore in Egypt. " And the children of Israel 
stripped themselves of their ornaments^ by Mount Ho- 
reb." (Ex. xxxiii, 6.) In a similar way many believers, in 
this " twilight " of their religious life, have seen adorn- 
ing with "gold, pearls, and costly array" (1 Tim. ii, 9 ; 
1 Peter iii, 3), to be contrary to good taste and the 
teachings and spirit of the Gospel, and have laid them 
all aside. The Israelites put their adornments into the 
" church building fund." Their brethren and sisters to- 
day often put theirs there, or in the " missionary box," 
and in either case God is pleased. 

ITiey leaned too much on human helps. In the absence 
of Moses on the mount they fell. There is a like ten- 
dency on the part of most Christians who are not in 
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Canaan. Dissensions in the Church, changes in the or- 
der of worship, the fall of the professedly pious, the 
removal of their favorite pastor, cross words where Uind 
have been looked for, and kindred causes, unduly move 
them, because their trust is too much in things below. 
" I go fishing," and " We go, too," was the cry of Peter 
and his company in this stage of their experience, when 
hopes whicli they had been cherishing seemed shaken. 
They have had their kindred in all centuries. 

They gave liberally for God's work. " They responded 
so freely for the construction of the tabernacle that it was 
said, "The people bring much more than enough for the 
service of the work which the Lord commanded to 
make;" and it was needful to restrain their offerings. 
A justified state that does not bear kindred fruit should 
be viewed with suspicion. Unconverted people may be 
liberal, and sometimes are; really justified ones surely 
will be, although their motives in. being so are often 
mixed ; fully sanctified ones always will be, and gladly, 
and with pure motives. To be a "stingy professor" is 
possible, but to be a "stingy possessor" of divine love 
would be as impossible as to be an honest thief. Stingy 
professors must get out of Egypt before they can get into 
Canaan. 

Wherein they wronged any one they were bound to make 
confession and restitution, if in their power. The hope of 
a professedly justified man that will not do likewise is a 
fatal delusion. 

As they were cut loose from Egypt, so is the real Chris- 
tian cjii loose from the world. He no longer loves the 
world. He has renounced it. Well aware is he that 
" if any man love the world, the love of the Father is 
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not in him." " Brother is a splendid Christian, 

• with the exception that he is very worldly," said a leader 
of a prominent member in his Church. With just as 
much truth and sense might it have been said in the days 

of civil war : " Mr. is a splendidly loyal man, with 

the exception that he is a rank rebel." In spiritual 
Egypt the world is "served" and "loved;" in a justi- 
fied life it is " renounced ;" and in an entirely sanctified 
life it is " hated" and "triumphantly overcome." 

In thig part of the journey Israel was in gpiritual 
babyhood. The nation was born but very babyish. So 
with converted people who stop short of full salvation. 
They may be mental, moral, social, and ecclesiastial 
giants, but spiritually they will be babes. They must 
needs be fed milk instead of meat, and often prefer be- 
ing rocked in the cradle of human applause to facing 
the frowns of an unfriendly world. They are frightened 
at the approach of persecution, and weep in discourage- 
ment, when they should be shouting praises over an- 
ticipated triumphs. Though sometimes showing more 
than infant powers, yet much time is spent by them with 
the prophet under the juniper-tree, in baby-like sobbings 
over fancied ills. Jesus called his disciples " babes " in 
this stage of their spiritual life, and many of their deeds 
proved the fitness of the title ; but they soon got beyond 
it, and, girded with divine power, were spiritual giants. 
It is a blessed thing to be even a babe in Christ Jesus, 
for that means life and wonderful possibilities ; but to 
remain one too long is to be a " dwarf" 

In this section of Israel's journey they were spiritual 
cowards. They were permitted to engage in but one 
battle, and then conquered more through Moses' inter- 
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cession than their own inborn bravery. So with many 
in the parallel religions life. They may be brave to face • 
material batteries and bullets, but will cower before spirit- 
ual foes. Some of them tremble beneath the triumphs of 
the tobacco devil, and wilt like Peter when questioned 
closely as to their religious affinities, in critical places. 
They are sometimes "afraid" to "speak," or "pray," or 
"plead" with sinners, and while the shouts of a defiant 
physical foe would but inspire their courage, they tremble 
at the sound of their own voices when raised in Jesus' 
name. They hate this weakness; fight, and sometimes 
rise above it, and persist in duty despite the fears it brings. 
They have heard of a " perfect love " that casts out such 
soul-hindering and harassing fears, and for this they long 
and look, and soon with joy receive. 

The people in this stage of their experience received the 
Law from without, not from, within. So with Chris- 
tians who have not entered into the Canaan of a Holy 
Ghost experience. It is only then that the promise is 
fulfilled which says: "I will put my laws in their minds, 
and write them in their hearts." In spiritual Egypt the 
law of God is "hated" in the heart; in the saved wilder- 
ness experience, it is feared and kept ; in the Canaan ex- 
perience, it is loved and delighted in. In which are 
you? 

In this stage they met the Amalehites, and put them to 
flight, but did not destroy them. What the Araalekites were 
to them, "inbred sin" — mentioned in Scripture as the 
"carnal mind," "body of death," and the "old man" — 
is to the believer who is still out of the spiritual Canaan. 
Its presence within may be detected by various uprisings; 
such as pride, envy, selfishness, impatience, and sinful 
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anger. These, like the Amalekites, may be so put to 
rout that none but God and self will be aware of their 
existence ; but self is painfully conscious of it, and it 
brings bitterness and sadness of heart. But one objects : 
"If inbred sin remains after conversion, then God at that 
time did not do a perfect work." With just as much 
sense might it be said : " If Israel had Amalek to fight 
afterward, then God did not effect a perfect deliverance 
at the Red Sea." Then he wrought for them a complete 
deliverance from Pharaoh and his service. And in a 
like manner at conversion he grants complete deliver- 
ance from the penalty of all past sins and imparts life 
eternal. If at once the soul would feel its need, meet 
the conditions, and claim the cleansing, inbred sin would 
at that time be extirpated, and the soul pass into Canaan 
without any intervening wilderness experience. If you 
have done so, thank God, and pray for and sympathize 
with the multitudes not so highly favored. The apostles 
had been for years with Jesus, knew that their "names 
were written in heaven," and in a restricted sense were 
" clean through the word which he had spoken ;" but the 
inbred bent to evil which was manifested in their cow- 
ardice at critical times, their ambition and checkered ex- 
perience, was eliminated only after passing through the 
" upper room " experience into Canaan. Isaiah evidently 
was a pardoned man and a prophet, but cleansed from 
inbred sin only after the " live coal " purgation. That 
months, weeks, or moments need intervene between the 
two experiences, if the soul knows its privilege, is not 
needful ; but that such is the usual experience of Chris- 
tians, none who have made the matter U study will be 
foolish enough to deny. Some, on the discovery of this 
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sinful tendency within them after conversion, being un- 
enlightened as to its real nature and their privilege, give 
way to discouragement, and go back to Egypt. Others 
have said, " I'll kill it with good works," and foolishly 
have put them instead of Jesus' blood. Fletcher for a 
time belonged to this class. 

Some have said, "Victory over inbred sin is to be 
gotten by growth," and they have grown in knowledge 
of themselves and of the Word; but inbred sin, like a 
cancer on a growing child, or like weeds by the side of 
growing flowers, has grown faster still, and smiles at 
their slowness to perceive the divine remedy. Others 
reason, " Its presence is needful to keep us humble ;" and, 
deceived by this device of Satan, cherish it as wisely as 
a man would roll in the mud to keep clean. Others 
have been deceived by the plea that we need it to con- 
tend with in order to gain the "overcoming" strength. 
As if the " world, the flesh, and the devil " were not 
enough to test and develop all our powers, without our 
being hampered by this treacherous bosom foe. Others 
say, "I'll keep it down;" but, instead, it often keeps 
them down. By and by the soul, sick of fruitless eiforts, 
seeks a better way. 

As God promised Israel that he would utterly put 
out the remembrance of AmaleJcfrom under heaven," so has 
he promised to cleanse his children " from all unright- 
eousness," and utterly destroy the " body " of inbred sin, 
so that, the "old man" being "crucified" and "dead," 
the soul "purified by faith" and cleansed from "all its 
guilty stains," exults in blood-bought freedom, not from 
temptation or liability to sin, but from inborn carnality. 
" Let every thing that hath breath praise the Lord for 
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this freely proffered freedom from this insidious foe ! — 
an internal foe that has betrayed multitudes of spiritual 
Troys into the hands of the enemy; a " fire in the rear" 
foe, more subtle than any outside enemy ; a foe that has 
betrayed into thousands of words and acts that have 
caused deepest pain to both God and man ; a strongly 
intrenched foe, that none but divine artillery can dis- 
lodge. It was the consciousness of the presence of this 
foe that led Dr. Levy in this stage of his experience to 
declare: "I have experienced the blessing of justifica- 
tion ; by it I have been absolved from all my past 
sins; by it I stand in the righteousness of Clirist, and 
every privilege of a child of God, and every grace of the 
blessed Holy Spirit has been secured me; but I do not 
realize that it has destroyed the power of inbred sin or 
ended 'the war in my members,' or brought to me com- 
plete rest of soul. I have peace, but it is often broken 
by ' fear which has torment.' I am conscious of loving 
God, but like some siclsly, flickering flame. . . . The 
ordinances of religion yield comfort and strength ; but I 
find as often that all spirituality and power have retreated 
from them, leaving their channels dry." 

Referring to this part of his life, Bishop Foster wit- 
nessed : " Now I seemed again, as with the pressure of an 
invisible hand, forcibly conducted into the innermost 
chamber of my heart, and cherished sins and inward 
corruptions were revealed to me. How vile I seemed to 
be ! What defilement filled my whole soul as a mantle ! 
What a disparity between me and what a minister of 
Jesus ought to be! Never did I see inbred corruption 
in such a light before." 

In spiritual Egypt inbred sin reigns ; in the Sinai 
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Wilderness it is stunned and chained; but in spiritual 
Canaan it is exterminated. With hastening feet let us 
press forward and cross the border line. 

*' O, that I might at once go up, 
No more on this side Jordan stop, 

But now the land possess! 
This moment end my legal years, 
Sorrow and sins, and doubts and fears, 

A howling wilderness 1" 
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Yea, they despised the pleasant land, they believed not his 
word : but murmured in their tents, and hearkened not unto the 
voice of the Lord. — Psalms cvi, 24, 25. 

Harden not your heart, as in the provocation, in the day of 
temptation in the wilderness: when your fathers tempted me, 
proved me, and saw my works forty years. . . . Take heed, breth- 
ren, lest there be in any of you an evil heart of unbelief, in depart- 
ing from the living God. ... So we see that they could not enter 
in because of unbelief. — Heb. hi, 8, 9, 12, 19. 

"And I have wounded thee — O, wounded thee ! 

Wounded th,? dear, dear hand that holds me fast ! 
0, to recall the word ! that can not be ! 

0, to unthink the thought that out of reach hath passed! 
Sorrow and bitter grief replace my bUss ; 

I could not wish that any joy should be ; 
There is no room for any thought but this. 

That I have sinned, have sinned— have wounded thee I 
How cautd I grieve thee so? Thou couldst have kept; 

My fall was not the failure of thy word. 
Thy promise hath no flaw, no dire, except 

To neutralize the grace so royally conferred." 
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Place, Kadesh Barnea. Many of the events occur- 
ring here are illustrative of those which occur in the lives 
of people when they come to the point of decision, and 
refuse to meet the conditions upon which the fullness of 
the Spirit's cleansing and keeping power is offered. 

The children of Israel were conscious thai they were on 
the border of Canaan. God said to them here, " Go in 
and possess the land," and promised them its rich posses- 
sions. Here, also, they listened to the report of those 
who had been sent to "spy out the land." God's people 
reach a parallel experience where divine commands and 
promises, and the testimonies of those within the land of 
perfect love, all combine to convince them that they are 
upon its very verge. 

Kadesh was the scene of Israel '« defeat. It was the 
Waterloo of that unbelieving nation. Thousands have 
met their spiritual Waterloo in a parallel place in their 
religious life. The " bugbears " that here frightened 
them from Canaan have their counterpart in hindrances 
to holiness among believers now. Here believers, like 
the children of Israel at Kadesh, are confronted by de- 
fiant and boastful giants, which, if feared, will conquer; 
if faced, will fall. Some of them will be noticed. 
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1. Oiani Ignorance. He seeks to shut out all knowl- 
edge of the goodly land, and will not scruple to use any 
means to accomplish his design. He tells his victims 
that the " wilderness " life is " good enough for this 
world," and has a trumpet with which he makes them 
deaf to God's commands and promises, and the testi- 
mony of his people as to the easy access into the "land 
of corn and wine." He also induces them to view the 
"walled towns" and "giants" with a mighty magnify- 
ing glass, and God's provision for their victory with one 
that minifies even more mightily. He hugely enjoys his 
tricks, and laughs as the people are " destroyed for lack 
of knowledge." 

2. Oiant Prejudice. He is a brother to the one just 
mentioned, and they work on nearly the same line. He 
succeeds by inducing whom he can to wear spectacles 
of his manufacture, through which the realities of a 
Canaan experience look distorted and repellent. Those 
victimized by hira are sometimes heard to say : " I do n't 
like the word sanctification ; I do n't believe in instan- 
taneous and complete cleansing after conversion," and 
" I am prejudiced against professing holiness as a dis- 
tinct blessing." Many have felt like Bishop Foster, 
who, referring to the time when he was under the 
influence of this giant, said: "My mind was perplexed 
and confused, and filled with prejudice, not against holi- 
ness itself, but against its profession, and particularly by 
myself." Prejudice has thus deceived many, and then 
jeered at the queer antics they have cut while lingering 
on the borders of the land, or staggering backward into 
the wilderness of sourness, doubt, and despair. It is 
under the deceptions of these two giants that " peculiar 
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personal views" of holiness and its attainment, contrary 
to the teachings of both the Church and the Word, have 
been held to the ruin of the soul. 

3. Giant Peculiar Circumstances. His victims say: 
" My circumstances are so peculiar that it is an utter im- 
possibility for me now to claim the blessing." In view 
of the manifold declarations of the Gospel as to its appli- 
cation to all of the needs of every believer, it would be 
thought that the success of this giant would be very lim- 
ited ; but, notwithstanding, he frightens thousands from 
the land. A man called at the parsonage one day, and 
said that he felt it his duty and privilege to enter the 
land, but his peculiar circumstances forbade it at that 
time. " The truth is," he said, " my wife is a very nerv- 
ous woman, and sometimes uses abusive language, and in 
order to keep her anywhere in bounds I sometimes have 
to talk back in a way that would not be consistent with 
such a life." Before leaving he was led to see this trick 
of the giant, and entered Canaan. The next time I saw 
him I asked him how he got along with his wife and the 
new life. " O," he said, " all right. I guess the fault was 
as much mine as hers." 

4. Giant Legality. He seeks to lure into the belief 
tliat entire sanctification is "of works," and not "of 
faith." Many, under the delusive spell this giant has 
thrown over them, have had to confess like one who 
afterward became a mighty soul-saver : " I bow my head 
in shame, and confess to him and to you that in my in- 
most soul I am sorry that I stayed away distrusting 
Christ, but studying books, studying the Bible, and doing 
every thing I could but the one thing that would have 
brought the blessing to my poor heart." 
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5. Giant Formality. He is a twin-brother of Legal- 
ity, and seeks to defeat in a Ijindred way. 

6. Giaivt Inbred Sin. He was crippled and put in 
chains at conversion, but at this point appears in strength 
to dispute further progress. He declares himself uncon- 
querable by any power short of death, and mocks the 
idea of his being subject to extermination, even by Power 
Divine. Pride, Envy, Petulance, " Temper," Selfishness, 
Unholy Ambition, and Fear are his children, and join 
their father in his defiance of any power to effect their 
ruin. By their braggadocio thousands have been put to 
flight. 

7. Giant Eoclesiastieism. He is a very friendly ap- 
pearing personage, belongs to the Church, is a class- 
leader of the class which " has a name to live, but is 
dead," and were it not for his affected manner and tone 
would be taken for a friend instead of a foe. He seeks 
to frighten from the experience of perfect love by say- 
ing : " Many of the prominent Church members do not 
enjoy this blessing, and some of them are skeptical in 
regard to it. Your pastor does not preach it specifically, or 
even profess it. Do you aspire to be wiser or better than 
they?" If his victim is unfortunate enough to belong 
to a denomination that discounts the doctrine, he will 
make the most of that. A prominent Baptist clergyman, 
alluding to the time that this giant came well-nigh keep- 
ing him from the blessing, said : " The enemy brought 
before me, with tremendous force, my life-long preju- 
dices, my theological training, my professional standing, 
my denominational pride. The dread of being misun- 
derstood, of having my motives questioned, of being 
called 'unsound in doctrine,' of being slighted by my 
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ministerial brethren, and treated with suspicion and cold- 
ness, filled my heart with unspeakable anguish." Beware 
of the sanctimonious sophistries of Giant Ecclesiasticism ! 

8. Giant Egotism. Those defeated because of the 
vauntings of this giant are heard to mutter : "I do n't 
thinli as the Church teaches as to this matter;" "I've 
my own peculiar views;" "I can't take so much for 
granted as some folks;" and kindred ejaculations. If 
they only were as foolish as Finney, Wesley, Fletcher, 
Paul, and like people, who could "take so much for 
granted," they might condescend to cross over and pos- 
sess the land; but, puffed up by Egotism, they perish in 
the wilderness. 

9. Giant Worldly Conformity. Possessed of mighty 
strength, this giant seeks both to frighten and to bribe. 
He says, "What will people think of you if you live 
a life so different from many professors and from the 
world around you?" and threatens to crush with the 
weight of public opinion if the forward step be taken. 
He bribes by saying: "Accept my warnings, and all 
that worldlings prize most dear I will bequeath you." 
Beneath his bribes and threats many a victim at this 
point has feared and failed to break with secular and 
secret societies, whose Christless and worldly nature has 
made it an impossibility to aet therein and at the same 
time to live a holy life. "My Masonry must go," said 
a minister seeking holiness, to a prominent worker. It 
did not go, and he did not get the blessing. Giant 
Worldly Conformity counts him among his hosts of vic- 
tims. Beware of both the giant's bluster and his bribes. 

10. Giant Black Habit. At this point he often ap- 
pears in full strength, to dispute further progress. He 
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drags some of his subjects with narcotics, and brutalizes 
others by tobacco and other stimulants, until they seem 
to nearly lose their senses ; and then, when they desire to 
cross the line and enter Canaan, he shouts triumphantly : 
" You can not stay there and keep me with you ; and I 
won't give you up. Ha ! ha ! ha I" His laugh often 
keeps them from the land. 

11. Giantess Pride. She is as mighty as any of her 
brethren, and even more ironical than they. She sneer- 
ingly says : " So you think of being holy, do you ? Well, 
go on ; throw off your worldly adornments ; conform to 
the teachings of the Bible and your Church vows; give 
away your money for religious purposes, and be a target, 
if yon want to, for the criticisms of your family and 'so- 
ciety!' " She emphasizes the word " society," because she 
has reigned queen therein so long that she feels sure that 
none dare break its bonds or bear its censures. She 
dares the seeker to make the humble confessions upon 
which his victory hinges, and haughtily sneers at the 
" reproach of Christ." She has power to impart a kind 
of spiritual rheumatism, that affects the whole body from 
the knees to the neck, so that persons " can not bear " 
to kneel in public prayer, and often "dread" to even 
bow the head. Her cheeks are flushed with success; for 
she has frightened untold numbers from the "promised 
land," has robbed God's treasury of millions of dollars 
with which to uniform her victims, and has led multi- 
tudes to sacrifice friends, honor, virtue, and life itself, at 
her bidding. 

12. Oiant Indefiniteness. This giant tries to prevail 
upon people to substitute an indefinite experience for per- 
fect love, and then to expect it at an indefinite time, and 
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seek it in an indefinite way. His victims are often " prej- 
udiced " against the words " sanctifioation " and " per- 
fect love," are afraid of making a " liobby of holiness," 
and instead do make a " hobby " of " a deeper work of 
grace," " more religion," and kindred indefinite phrases, 
which do not take them into the " promised land." 
They are duped by Giant Indefiniteness, who laughs at 
their mortification as the fire and water of their " hobby 
engine " fails long before they reach the land, and is 
pleased at their perplexity as they behold the " holiness 
hobby " train steam gayly past them with its freight of 
joyous passengers, who reach their destination in the 
land on the King's time to the very minute. 

13. Giant Gratification. He takes this name in this 
place because his true cognomen is too unseemly to men- 
tion here. He preys upon his victims in solitude. Mul- 
titudes of both sexes have been well-nigh ruined in body 
and in .soul by his ravages. He was renounced at con- 
version, but, it may be, has ever since struggled for the 
mastery. At this point, with some)' he arises in all his 
might and declares his defeat impossible. In God's 
strength he may be conquered, but if met without in- 
flexible resistance he will drive the soul into the wilder- 
ness, and shout for joy over its bitter wail of despair. 

14. Giant Presumption. He attempts to keep from 
the " land " by persuading people that they are in it 
when they are not. His victims present a pitiable spec- 
tacle; their lips professing holiness, and their lives be- 
lying it. 

15. Giant Emotion. This Giant attempts to foil by 
persuading his victims that they must have the witness 
of the Spirit that they are in the land before they 
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believe they are there. He blinds their eyes to the fact 
that their part is, first, complete submission ; and then, 
second, complete trust in God's Word, and that God's 
part is to lead into the land ; and third, to give the wit- 
ness, and that his part is conditioned upon the perform- 
ance of theirs, and always follows and never precedes 
it. He fools them into clamoring for the health and 
" good-feeling " of full salvation before they have taken 
the medicine of complete submission and trust. 

16. Giant Deception. Referring to the time when he 
was quailing beneath the lies of this deciever, Alfred 
Gookman wrote : " Frequently I felt to yield myself to 
God, and pray for the grace of entire sanctiflcation ; 
but then this experience would lift itself in my view as 
a mountain of glory, and I would say, 'It is not for me.' 
I could not possibly scale that shining summit; and if 
I could, my besetments and trials were such I could 
not successfully maintain so lofty a position." Though 
thus baffled for a little time, yet, through the aid of 
Bishop Hamline and his devoted wife, he soon put this 
giant to flight and triumphantly entered the laud. When 
this giant can not deceive in this way, then he often says: 
" The duties in the land will be so many and so severe 
that you never can do them ;" and he makes a desperate 
effort to conceal the fact that entire sanctiflcation docs 
not impose one single new duty, but simply gives power 
and love to cheerfully do the duties devolving in a justi- 
fied state ; that it is simply throwing overboard all use- 
less baggage, and claiming steam-power to move the 
train to which the engine is already attached. 

17. Giant Bombast. He struts up and down before 
his victims, shaking his fist at them, and brandishing 
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his sword, until they are stupefied with terror. Then 
they, forgetting about God, his power and his promises, 
sometimes whisper to each other : " Should we enter the 
land we could not hold it, but would soon be driven 
out." Often, in their fright, they almost lose their rea- 
son, and sometimes say: " We surely dare not profess to 
be pure in heart and filled with the Holy Spirit, because 
then so much would be expected of us." They would 
lift up their hands in holy horror should they hear any 
one say : " I do n't dare to profess to be perfectly hon- 
est, lest people will expect too much of me ;" or, " I 
do n't profess to be perfectly virtuous, lest too much 
should be expected of me;" yet, in their fear-frenzy, 
they talk just as absurdly in regard to professing perfect 
loyalty to God. If they only would muster courage to 
give this giant one blow with the " Sword of the Spirit," 
he would vanish like a bubble. As it is, he frequently 
frightens his victims "to death." Under the influence 
ol this giant's power, one who afterward became a pos- 
sessor of perfect love and a bishop in our Church de- 
clared: "If my enjoyment of it requires a profession, I 
do not desire it. I do not feel that I could receive it 
on such terms or with such envolvements." 

18. CHani Stubbornness. He seeks to prevail upon 
the soul to cling to some " idol " that the king will not 
permit to enter the land. He is among the mightiest 
to be resisted, and will slay, if not defeated. 

19. Giant Perverted Scripture. He tears texts of 
Scripture from their places, and gives them meanings 
God never meant, contrary to both the context and whole 
scope of Holy Writ. Because it is impossible for mor- 
tals on earth to attain unto "absolute," "angelic," or 
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" resurrection "," perfection," he would nullify all the 
commands and promises of Scripture in regard to "per- 
fection in love," and make his dupes believe that that 
is also unattainable. He takes Paul's statement that tie 
has not yet attained unto "resurrection perfection," and 
with it blindfolds their eyes to the fact of his profession 
of " Christian perfection." Because there is a sense in 
which " there is no man that sinneth not," and in which 
" if we say we have no sin we deceive ourselves, the 
truth is not in us," he takes these texts, and with them 
stops the ears of those whom he seeks to deceive to the 
sound of the manifold texts and testimonies of Scripture 
that declare, in tones like the "voice of many waters," 
the privilege of being "made free from sin" — yea, even 
" dead unto sin, and alive unto God ;" so that it is felt 
that even 

"The freedom from all willful sin, 
The Christian's daily task : 
0, these are graces far below 
What longing love would ask!" 

He further tries to make them believe that, because 
the Bible declares that in one period of earth's history 
God looked down on the earth and "could not find one 
righteous man ; no, not one," that there never can be 
one. He blinds them to the fact that it would be just 
aa wise to reason that, because there was a time when 
no one could be found who believed in the earth's ro- 
tundity, therefore there never could or would be any 
such, and that the world is flat! With many kindred 
sophistries this giant has kept many from the land. He 
met Jesus in the wilderness, and never hesitates to wrest 
Scripture to the destruction of whomsoever he can. He 
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is uniformed in a robe of light, but his heart is black 
with deception. /■ 

20. Qiant Unbelief . He is commander-in-chief of the 
"giant legion," and is continually straining all his power 
to invent and execute new expedients for keeping his 
victims from the realms of perfect love. He is procurer 
for Giant Despair, of " Pilgrim's Progress " fame, and 
most of those vanquished by him die in Doubting Castle. 

All of the giants threatening Israel at Kadesh were 
of heathen extraction. So all of those just mentioned, 
who seek to frighten from a holy life, are born of Satan 
and a corrupt heart. Israel was frightened by the blus- 
ter of the giants, and fled without even trying to con- 
quer them. Many at spiritual Kadesh, in their " battle 
with the giants," have fled in a like cowardly way. Too 
late they have seen that the mightiest of these "giants" 
were but Satan's " scarecrows," bolstered up to keep 
them from the " goodly land." 

May each reader, instead of following in the foot- 
steps of defeated Israel, adopt the God-honoring, giant- 
defying report of Caleb and Joshna : " Let us go up at 
once and possess it ; for we are well able to overcome it !" 
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Fob the children of Israel walked forty years in the wilder- 
ness, till all the people that were men of war, which came out of 
Egypt, were consumed, because they obeyed not the voice of the 
Lord ; unto whom the Lord sware that he would not shew them 
the land, which the Ix)rd sware unto their fathers that he would 
give us, a land that floweth with milk and honey. — Josh, v, 6. 

But they rebelled and vexed his Holy Spirit; therefore he 
was turned to be their enemy, and he fought against them. — Isa. 

LXIII, 10. 

With many of them God was not well pleased : for they were 
overthrown in the wilderness. — 1 Cob. x, 5. 

Let us therefore fear, lest, a promise being left us of entering 
into his rest, any of us should seem to come short of it. — Heb. iv, 1. 

When we close our eyes to light, 
Then how dark the dismal night ! 
When our feet will not obey, 
Then how thorny is the way! 
If God's promises we spurn. 
How we feel his anger bum I 
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Place : " The Wilderness." The events occurring 
in Israel's history here present a vivid picture of the 
life of the backslider. Some have vainly supposed " the 
wilderness" to be a picture of a justified life. Concern- 
ing this Dr. Pentecost says ': " We often hear it said that 
the Christian's life in this world corresponds to the life 
of the Children of Israel in the wilderness; and those 
wilderness wanderings are often appealed to, to justify 
the uneven, crooked ways of Christians. Being over- 
come by sin day by day, it is said : ' O, you know that 
we are in the wilderness now ! By and by, when we get 
to heaven, we shall not be overcome.' In a word, the 
type of the Christian's life on earth ; and the promised 
land is made a type of heaven. But this is wide of the 
truth. Canaan is the type of the life which a Christian, 
under the captaincy of Jesus, onr Heavenly Joshua, 
ought to lead down here. Israel in the land of prom- 
ise shows us the Christian's life of victorious faith over 
'the world, the flesh, and the devil!'" Let the idea 
that this " Desert Wilderness " life is a type of any de- 
gree of genuine Christianity be buried in some secluded 
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place, and on its grave-stone write : " Died fob want 
OF Support." 

I believe, however, that God has hung this photo- 
graph of a backslider in the gallery of his Word, that 
by its awfulness we might be warned of the perils of 
such a life. Let us study it, and be warned by it as we 
will wish we had when we come to die and stand before 
the great white throne! 

1. Israel did not backslide into the Sinai Wilderness 
experience; nor does the believer who has received the 
light of a full salvation, and refused to walk in it, go 
back to the same life. He loses at this'point his jnsti- 
cation. 

2. Israel wept when it was too late. When they re- 
alized the awful doom their unbelief had brought upon 
them, it is written that they "lifted up their voice, and 
cried, and the people wept that night." The same is 
true of those who reject perfect love ; they weep, but 
when it is too late. 

3. They attempted to enter the land in their own time 
and way, and were rq)ulsed. " The Amalekites . . . 
came down and smote them." Many who have felt 
that God's conditions of entering the "land" were 
" too strict," or that his time was not " convenient," 
like Israel, desiring the blessings of the land, have 
made a like fatal mistake, and the Amalekites and 
Canaanites of inbred sin have soon " discomfited " them. 
The lightning of divine disapproval ever leaps upon all 
compromises that men seek to substitute instead of obe- 
dience to God's commands. 

4. They loere no longer divinely led. There is evidence 
that the " pillar of cloud and of fire " was now with- 
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drawn. In a like manner, every one who will not 
"follow Jesus" forfeits divine .guidance. They "re- 
jected his counsels," and he " laughed at their calam- 
ity," and "mocked" when their fear came. In a like 
manner the backslider in heart or life, " self-mys- 
tified" and "muddled up"* as to Christian privi- 
lege, often feels himself a fit subject for just and divine 
ridicule. 

5. They became a nation of grumblers. They "mur- 
mured against Moses and against Aaron," whom God 
had appointed to lead them, and against God himself 
The same trait is prominent in their brethren of " wil- 
derness" experience in the nineteenth century. They 
grumble. An old quatrain, changed a little, describes 
them: 

" From morning till night it is their delight 
To grumble away without stopping ; 
Nor is there a day but they grumble away, 
Like water that 's constantly dropping." 

They grumble about the preacher. He preaches too 
low or too loud, too long or too short, too slow or too 
fast; he visits too little or too much, and he is too 
jovial or too sad. They grumble about the brethren, 
the Church, their Church paper, the Discipline, their 
children, companions, crops, the weather, and God's 
providential dealings with them. They sometimes al- 
most make home a hell for their family, and then, when 
God in mercy takes one of the household to himself, 
they grumble about that. Like their brethren in the 
days of the Son of Man, if John comes " neither eating 
bread nor drinking wine" they say : " He hath a devil." 
If Jesus comes "eating arid drinking," they say: 
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" Behold a gluttonous man and a wine-bibber, a friend 

of publicans and sinners!" Indeed, their sole song is: 

" Grumble, grumble, grumble. 
Grumble, grumble, grumble." 

This complaining state of soul is positive proof that its 
possessor has never been converted, or else is a way- 
ward wanderer in the "Desert Wilderness." 

6. They maintained the form of piety without its power. 
Their brethren in the spiritual "wilderness" often do 
likewise. The Jewish Church in the days of Jesus and 
the dead memberships of to-day are examples. People 
may pray, read the Bible, give, and attend worship, as 
strictly as the condemned Pharisee of old, and with as 
little profit to themselves and others. Like the dead tree, 
they have the body, branches, and perhaps the leaves, 
but are destitute of life. They have come up to a point 
where they have rebelled, and forsaken God and sub- 
stituted formality in his stead. The devil seeks to lull 
them into the belief that all yet may end well, and suc- 
ceeds so well that many refuse to realize their awful 
condition until they are awakened in a dying hour, or 
in the eternal world, by the shrieks of the damned and 
the surgings of the fire-tossed sea. 

7. They sought to take the reins of government from 
the hands of God and control matters themselves. They 
said : " Let us make a captain and return into Egypt." 
A like disposition exists to-day among the dwellers in 
the " wilderness." If ministers whom God has sent do 
not "please" them they seek those who will. If their 
ministers, as Wesley advised, " press believers to expect 
full salvation now," they will long for others who will 
" give them a little rest on that subject," and who will 
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" please them," and perhaps lead them worldward. A 
Church government that leaves the appointing power 
under God in the hands of earnest, praying men, be- 
comes odious to such ; and they have been known to 
band together in an organization, and call themselves a 
Church, and put the control of the pulpit in the hands 
of backsliders and other unconverted people. Such 
proceedings are a burlesque on Christianity, and are 
born of heart-badness. 

8. The children of Israel blamed others for the misery 
they brought upon themselves. They blamed both God 
and his servants. Backsliders now are often guilty of 
a similar meanness. They trace their failure and con- 
sequent misery to the neglect of pastor or members, 
or some other source outside of themselves. Their 
sin is like that of a man who would set his house 
on fire, and then blame the carpenter who built the 
house or the company who manufactured the matches. 

9. They turned Egyptward. " Let us . . . return 
into Egypt." They had rejected their offered heavenly 
heritage, and hence their longings for the land of their 
servitude. When Christians refuse to " walk in the 
light," their souls soon sigh for the darkness. Thou- 
sands have reached the borders of the land of perfect 
love, bjit, refusing to enter, have soon been found sink- 
ing amid the swamps of sin, or perishing on the barren 
hill-sides of unbelief which are numerous in the " wil- 
derness " of woe. 

" They are far from the kingdom, and far from the crown— 
From Christ and his ransoming cross ; 
O, infinite sadness I no eyes but his own 
Could weep such a fathomless loss."

10. They made crooked paths. In wilderness experi- 
ence No. 1, they followed the pillar of cloud and of fire; 
but having deserted that, and rejected divine guidance, 
they followed where fancy or fear might suggest, and 
their journey was a zigzag course, like the lives of those 
in all ages who have refused to follow the leadings of 
God's Spirit and his Word. Such, if they witness at all, 
will testify something as follows: "I know I do many 
things I ought not, and leave undone many things that I 
ought to do, and make many crooked paths ; but I hope 
to continue and finally outride the storms of this un- 
friendly world, and land my soul on the fair banks of 
eternal deliverance." They seem blinded to the fact that, 
according to that testimony, they are out-and-out sinners, 
and that unless they repent and get justified, they will 
surely be lost forever! Some of this class act as if they 
expect " good hopes," " good desires," or " good resolu- 
tions" to stand them instead of obedience to Jesus; but 
their delusion will be eternally dispelled when they hear 
him declare that none "but he that doeth the will of my 
Father " shall enter the eternal city. If they sing at all 
it is such words as — 

" What peaceful hours I once enjoyed, 
How sweet their memory still ! 
But they have left an aching void 
The world can never fill." 



Or- 



' In vain we tune our formal songs ; 

In vain we try to rise ; 
Hosannas languish on our tongues. 
And our devotion dies." 



How truly the above language paints their experi- 
ence ; yet what a sad spectacle ! Sometimes in their 
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perplexity, they give expression to their doubts by trying 
to sing — 

" 'Tis a. point I long to know — 
Oft It causeth anxious doubt — 
Do I love the Lord or no ? 
Am I his or'am I not?" 

God knows they are not; Satan knows they are not; 
good men and bad men often know they are not; and 
they seem to be the orfly beings in whose mind there lin- 
gers any doubt on the subject; and death and judgment 
soon will make it clear to them. 

O, the horrors of " crooked-path " religion ! It is to 
its votaries what the " blind staggers " is to the animal 
affected by it ; it gets into much trouble and finally ends 
in death. 

God says of them : " As for such as turn aside unto 
their crooked ways, the Lord shall lead them forth with 
the workers of iniquity." (Psa. cxxv, 5.) 

In the Sinai Wilderness experience the people were 
going the right way, and walked in a straight path, 
although often heavily burdened and sometimes falling 
down, quickly to arise again. In Canaan they " run and 
do not weary," for they are freed from their weights'and 
borne up by power divine. In Egypt and the Desert 
Wilderness experience, they are going the wrong way, 
and stumble downward amid many foot-pits and " crooked 
paths." Angels weep over them, but devils shout with 
hellish glee. 

11. In the " degert" Ood's service became irksome. 
Discontent dwelt in their hearts, and submission and 
peace were driven far away. The same is true in the 
parallel experience. An impulse soon comes to many to

"leave the Church," "resign their positions," and to 
complain that the preaching is "too close" and the Bible 
way "too strict." A prominent worker describes his 
feelings, when snared in this woeful wilderness experi- 
ence, as follows: "I became very much discontented 
with my position in the Church ; the ministry became a 
burden to me; I became complaining, and anxious to re- 
tire, resolved to avail myself of the first opportunity to 
become a local preacher. I bec&me at last completely 
wretched — more a slave than a child. It was manifest 
to me that in this way I could not live." Such are some 
of the testimonies that come from this " sepulchral wil- 
derness." 

12. Their defeat encouraged the enemies of Israel. In 
a like way the life of a backslidden man or Church 
strengthens the powers of darkness, and thus awakens 
shouts of derision from Satan and all his hosts. 

13. "And Israel Joined himself unto Baal-peor, and the 
anger of the Lord was kindled against Israel." First God 
was forsaken, and then Satan was embraced. This illus- 
trates one of the marked features of the "backslider's" 
life. He renounces the great " fountain of living waters," 
and then seeks " cisterns that can hold no water." Spirit- 
ualism, Universalism, Unitarianism, and kindred names 
stand simply for "broken cisterns." Churches which 
" forsake God," in a like manner "join themselves to 
Baal-peor, and the anger of the Lord is kindled" against 
them. They forsake God by ignoring his presence and 
commandments and the conditions upon which he prom- 
ises to " give the Holy Ghost." They "join themselves to 
Baal-peor" by pandering to the world. (1.) In adopt- 
ing worldly schemes, such as " fairs," " festivals," " grab- 
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bags,' "masquerades," "crazy," "broom," "donkey," 
" snap and catch 'em," and similar sulphurous " socials," 
" (unWi-gambling " projects, and kindred devices to support 
the gospel, instead of the God-given plan of systematic, 
proportionate giving by all, indicated in the inspired in- 
junction, "Upon the first day of the week let every one 
of you lay by him in store as God has prospered him." 
(2.) In ignoring the God-revealed conditions of " grace 
in the heart," and putting the service of sacred song in 
the hands of people who are far from God. To put a sin- 
ner in the pulpit, so as to "get an influence over him and 
win him," were just as Scriptural as to make him a leader 
iu song for that purpose. It were better to omit that 
part of the service than to go to " Baal-peor " for singers. 
When such things are practiced the " anger of the Lord 
is kindled ;" and if persisted in, spiritual coldness and 
death will follow. 

1 4. The " vnlderness " was worse than Egypt Some try 
to comfort themselves with the thought that, as the un- 
believing never went back to Egypt, so all who are con- 
verted can not go clear back to the Egypt of sin. They 
do not go there, but they do get in a worse condition. 
Egypt was a garden compared with the wilderness, and 
the horrors of the desert were doubly intensified by the 
fact that they had viewed the hills and vales and fruits 
of Canaan. So with the backslider. He has been made 
to feel that the ways of the world are wrong, and has 
" seen Jesus " in such a light that old pleasures and as- 
sociations have ceased to charm, and the soul drops into 
the awful woe of the "backslider." God declares of 
such that their " latter end is worse than the beginning," 
and that " it had been better for them not to have known 
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the way of righteousness, than, after they have known it, 
to turn from the holy commandment delivered unto 
them." 

15. The unbelieving Israelites perished in the wilder- 
ness and went to hell. Some have vainly thought that, 
because they did not get back to Egypt, therefore they 
were saved, and that, in a like manner, all who ever 
have been converted can never be lost. " Once in grace, 
always in grace." The fallacy of such delusive reason- 
ing is exposed by the divine reminder: "I will there- 
fore put you in remembrance, though ye once knew this, 
how that the Lord, having saved the people out of the 
land of Egypt, afterwards destroyed them that believed 
not." (Jude, 5.) That the destruction here mentioned 
means the eternal doom of the damned is clear from the 
fact that, in the two following verses, it is connected 
with that of the angels "reserved in everlasting chains 
under darkness," and with that of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah, which " are set forth for an example, suffering the 
vengeance of eternal fire." To live in the Desert Wil- 
derness experience is to be inexpressibly miserable. To 
die there is to go to hell. Moses, Caleb, Joshua, and 
many more, were compelled to suffer because of the sins 
of the others. Only the rebellious were forever lost, 
but others suffered by their sin. The analogy holds 
good in the parallel religious experience. Parents are 
pained because of the backslidings of children, and 
children are hampered because of the wanderings of 
parents; wives "sigh" for husbands who will live and 
die in the "wilderness;" and whole Churches languish 
because of the "desert" experiences of official members. 

16. Ood remembered Israel, even in the wilderness. 
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"Yea, forty years didst thou sustain them in the wil- 
derness." He dealt kindly with them, and sought in 
many ways to win their love and allegiance. In a like 
manner deals he with the spiritual wanderer. He says, 
"How can I give you up?" and awaits in love to wel- 
come the prodigal, and give him the best his house 
affords, so that, sin-sick wanderer in the " wilderness 
of woe," thou mayest even now say : 

"Though I forget him and wander away, 
Still he doth love me wherever I stray. 
Back to his dear, loving arms would I iiee, 
When 1 rememher that Jesua loves me." 

Remember that — 

"Softly and tenderly Jesus is calling, 
Calling for you and lor me; 
See on the portals he 's waiting and watching, 

Watching for you and lor me. 
Why should we tarry when Jesus is pleading, 

Pleading for you and for me? 
Why should we linger and heed not his mercies, 

Mercies for you and for me? 
Time is now fleeting, the moments are passing, 

Passing from you and from me; 
Shadows are gathering, death-beds are coming, 

Coming for you and for me. 
for the wonderful love he has promised, 

Promised for you and for me ! 
Though we have sinned he has mercy and pardon. 
Pardon for you and for me. 
Come home, come home ; 
Ye who are weary, come home ; 
Earnestly, tenderly, Jesus is calling. 
Calling, wand'rer, come home!" 
9 
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Then Joshua commanded the officers of the people, saying, 
Pass through the host, and command the people, saying. Prepare 
you victuals; for within three days ye shall pass over this Jor- 
dan, to go in to possess the land, which the Lord your God 
giveth you to possess it. . . . And they answered Joshua, 
saying, All that thou commandest us we will do, and whitherso- 
ever thou sendest us we will go. — Josh, i, 10, 11, 16. 

Having, therefore, brethren, boldness to enter into the holiest 
by the blood of Jesus, by a new and living way, which he hath 
consecrated for us, through the vail, that is to say, his flesh ; and 
having a high priest over the house of God; let us draw near 
with a true heart in full assurance of faith, having our hearts 
sprinkled from an evil conscience and our bodies washed with 
pure water. — Heb. x, 19, 22. 

When we follow Jesus' voice. 
How our raptured hearts rejoice! 
When we yield to his control, 
How our Jordans backward roll ! 
When we welcome his command, 
Then, how soon in Beulah land! 
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Place: A.( the river Jordan. Theme: Crossing 
the river. 

The events occurring here are illustrative of those 
which transpire when the believer, by complete conse- 
cration and trust, enters into spiritual Canaan. 

1. Israel had gained nothing by delay. Their ene- 
mies had improved the forty years that had elapsed in 
strengthening their men and munitions to resist them; 
and, besides this, the river Jordan now lay between 
them and the "promised land." Delay of entering 
spiritual Canaan invites similar obstacles. The " giants " 
will grow stronger, and the "walled towns" be more 
completely fortified, and some seemingly insuperable river 
will at last roll between the soul and the blessing. 

2. They had learned wisdom from God's judgments. 
Their own sufferings and the awful deaths of the " un- 
believing" in the wilderness had made them submis- 
sive. Thousands have been brought to entire conse- 
cration by like measures. There are those who will 
" learn righteousness " only " when God's judgments are 
in the earth." Sickness, disappointments, and bereave- 
ments, prove angels in disguise; and lead them from 
waywardness to the very borders of the " promised 
land." 
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" love is the fulfilling of the law." All gifts and all 
other graces pale in its presence, and the soul feels — 

" glorious hope of perfect lovel 
It lifts me up to things above ; 

It bears on eagles' wings ; 
It gives my ravished soul a taste, 
And ' makes my soul forever' feast 

"\\'ith Jesus, priests, and kings." 

It casts out fear, transforms duty to delight, and links 
saints of all sects inseparably to each other, to angels, 
and to God. It is its atmosphere that makes spiritual 
Canaan the Beulah (married) land of the redeemed and 
the Redeemer. 

They were to be obedient in all things. Their instruc- 
tions were : "What thing soever I command you, 
observe to do it; thou shalt not add thereto or diminish 
from it." In spiritual Egypt we are openly disobedient; 
in a justified state we obey, although often protesting. 
In spiritual Canaan we " love his commandments,'" and 
" delight to do his will ;" in an unconverted and back- 
slidden state we walk in our own ways ; in a converted 
state we " follow Jesns," although sometimes reluctantly 
and afar off; in a fully sanctified state we count it all 
joy to be with him and obey him always and every- 
where. We do not even feel like "adding to" or 
" diminishing from " any commandment that we know 
to be of him. 

Day by day we "fully follow," 

Where in love he leads. 
By his Spirit's loving counsels 

Molding all our deeds ; 
And yielding thus to his sweet will. 
Celestial joys our spirits fill. 
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Foe the Lord thy God bringeth thee into a good land, a land 
of brooks of water, of fountains and depths that spring out of val- 
leys and hills ; a land of wheat, and barley, and vines, and fig- 
trees, and pomegranates ; a land of olive oil and honey ; a land 
wherein thou shalt eat bread without scarceness, thou shalt not 
lack any thing in it; a land whose stones are iron, and out of 
whose hills thou mayest dig brass. When thou hast eaten and 
art full, then thou shalt bless the Lord thy God for the good land 
he hath-given thee. — Deut. vm, 7, 10. 

Blessed are they who do hunger and thirst after righteous- 
ness; joT they shall he filed. — Matt, v, 6. 

And God is able to make all grace abound towards you ; that 
ye, always having all sufficiency in all things, may abound to 
every good work. — 2 Cor. ix, 8. 

"A LAND of corn, and wine, and oil, 
Favored with God's peculiar smile. 

With every blessing blest ; 
There dwells the Lord our righteousness. 
And keeps his own in perfect peace 
And everlasting rest." 
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In Canaan the tongues of the people were to he con- 
trolled by love. " Thou shalt not go up and down as a 
tale-bearer among thy people." (Lev. xix, 16.) In 
spiritual Egypt and the "Crooked-path Wilderness" 
the tongue runs wild, and " no man can tame it." In 
a justified state the great Tongue-Tamer has captured 
and bound it, and in spiritual Canaan, by the power of 
love divine, he has tamed it and now uses it mightily for 
his glory. Thrice happy are all who surrender their 
tongues to the absolute control of Jesus Christ. Never- 
more shall such shoot "poisoned arrows" of gossip and 
slander, or speak "filthy communioations," or "foolish 
jesting," or " idle " or " hasty " words, to the grief of 
loved ones and the glee of Satan ; but their King shall 
"keep them secretly in a pavilion from the strife of 
tongues," and of his righteousness shall they talk all the 
day long;" "For they can not but speak the things 
which they have seen and heard." 

In Canaan the people were to render a Joyous service. 
Otherwise all of the numberless and rich blessings of the 
promised land would be forfeited, and all the awful 
curse pronounced by God should be experienced. 

123 
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" Became thou servest not the Lord thy God withjoyfulnesa 
and with gladness of heart, for the abundance of all things; 
therefore slialt thou serve thine enemies ... in 
hunger, and in thirst, and in want of all things; and 
he shall put a yoke of iron upon thy neck, until he have 
destroyed thee. Moreover all of these curses shall come 
upon thee, and shall pursue thee, and overtake thee, till 
thou be destroyed." (Deut. xxviii, 47,' 48, 45.) The 
parallel Canaan experience of the believer echoes the 
same thought. If he loses the "joy of the Lord," like 
Sampson he loses his " strength," and soon becomes a 
prey to the enemy. There may be " heaviness through 
manifold temptations," but beneath it all there will be a 
joyous response to all the King's behests. In spiritual 
Egypt and in the wilderness experience of the back- 
slider there is " no service " for Christ ; in a justified 
state there is " poor " and " slow " service ; but in 
spiritual Canaan there is joyous service. It is said that 
an employer paying his workmen gave one of them 
double wages. "Wherefore this?" exclaimed the sur- 
prised laborer ; " I have done no more than others." 
" I do not pay you for doing more work," was the re- 
sponse, " but for the way you have done it. You have 
gone about your work with a light step, a sunny smile, 
and a merry song, and worked in such a way that it is 
worth double pay to have you around." May we each 
ever serve God in such a manner that it will "be worth 
double pay" to him to "have us around!" 

All that God promised to Israel in Canaan was ver- 
ified. " There failed not aught of any good thing which 
the Lord had spoken to Israel ; all came to pass." 
(Josh, xxi, 45.) In spiritual Canaan the believer in a 
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similar way proves the faithfulness of the divine prom- 
ises. "All his needs" are supplied. "All grace 
abounds towards liim ; so that, having all-sufficiency in 
all things, he abounds in every good work." He 
realizes that "He is faithful who liatli promised," and 
that " though the heavens and earth should pass away," 
yet his word " abideth forever." His heart-song is : 

"Jesus, Jesus, liow I trust liiin, 

How I 've proved him o'er and o'er ! * 

Jesus, Jesus, blessed Jesus! 
O (or grace to trust him more!" 

Such would as quickly steal as to question the veracity 
of their "covenant-keeping" King. 

In Canaan their conquest of the territory assigned them 
was gradual. " And the Lord shall put out those 
nations before ye little by little." (Deut. vii, 22.) The 
dwellers in spiritual Canaan are to conquer this world 
for Christ in a similar way. Like the " leaven" in the 
meal, the truths they exemplify in their lives shall 
spread " until all is leavened." One by one individuals 
came to Jesus at first; then, under the Spirit's power, 
they were conquered by hundreds and thousands; and 
now " nations at their base are crumbling," and one 
after another the kingdoms of this world are becoming 
those of our Lord and of his Christ. 

" From victory on to victory 
His armies he shall lead. 
Till every fo" is vanquished, 
And Christ is Lord indeed." 

All glory to his name ! 

The children of Israel were commanded to publicly 
profess that they had come into Canaan. "And it shall be 
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that when thou art come in unto the land which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee for an inheritance, and possessest it, 
and dwellest therein ; that thou shalt take of the first of 
all the fruit of the earth, which thou shalt bring of 
thy land that the Lord thy God giveth thee, and shalt 
put it in a basket, and shalt go unto the place which 
the Lord thy God shall choose to place his name there. 
And thou shalt go to the priest that shall be in those 
days, and say unto him, I profess this day unto the Lord 
thy God, that I am come unto the country which the Lord 
sware unto our fathers for to give us. . . . The Lord 
brought us forth out of Egypt with a mighty hand. . . . 
And he hath brought us into this place, and hath given 
us this land, even a land that floweth with milk and 
honey." (Deut. xxvi, 1-3, 8, 9.) 

"As they were to publicly profess the reception of 
these spiritual blessings, so are we to thus profess the 
reception of the greater spiritual blessings of which theirs 
were the types. As their profession was to be immedi- 
ately on entering the land, so is ours. Theirs was to be 
accompanied by the " first-fruits " of the land ; ours is 
to be accompanied with the first-fruits of the Spirit, 
which are complete submission to God, and complete 
trust, in the present time, for full salvation. Their pro- 
fession without the fruit would have been unacceptable ; 
so would ours. Their profession was based upon God's 
declaration that the land they were in was the one that 
he had promised them ; ours, when we fully submit and 
trust, rests upon a like eternal foundation. Theirs was 
in public, in the "place" of worship "unto the priest;" 
ours, too, must be " before men." As they were to pro- 
fess both by " fruit " and " words," so are we both by 
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our " life " and our " lips." They professed a twofold 
blessing: 1. Deliverance "out of Egypt;" and 2. 
" Into a land that floweth with milk aud honey." We 
should do likewise : 1. Deliverance from the guilt, pen- 
alty, power, and love of sin ; and 2. Into purity, power, 
perfect love, and the fullness of the Spirit. In their pro- 
fession they were humble, and gave God the glory. The 
'•' I am come unto the country " of verse 3, is quickly fol- 
lowed by the statement that God gave it; and in verses 
8, 9, that it was he that " brought us forth out of Egypt" 
and " into this place." Dwellers in spiritual Canaan feel 
the same way. That they are monuments of a mighty 
deliverance they know, and dare not deny, and also that 
all the glory is due to their Savior they will never cease 
to declare. 

The devil sometimes whispers to people when they 
come to this point : " Such a profession will savor of 
spiritual pride." What ridiculous nonsense ! Just as 
much would it savor of pride for a poor fellow who was 
helplessly sinking in the quicksand to tell of his deliv- 
erance, and praise the man who rescued him. Some 
teachers, who ought to know better, duped by the enemy 
in this respect, are saying: "Profess by your life alone; 
do n't tell it." Had they lived in Canaan, they would 
have said to the people, as they went to the temple to 
obey God in this particular: "Take your fruit as God 
told you, but disobey him in regard to professing with 
your lips ; keep your mouth shut." Such sometimes ad- 
mit that people ought to profess deliverance from spirit- 
ual Egypt; but when they come to talking about Canaan, 
they at once feel like protesting, and sometimes say, as 
one did to Brother William Taylor when he first pro- 
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fessed the fullness : "Sit down." Such ought to remem- 
ber that their advice can not be followed without 
disobeying God and grieving the Spirit; and that many 
of the operations of the Spirit within, such as his wit- 
ness with ours, union of the soul with God, and the peace 
that passetli understanding, can be made known to others 
only by oral testimony. The believer who will not tell 
what God has done for him is like a man rescued from 
drowning by another at the peril of his life, and who, 
notwithstanding this, pretends that he swam ashore. 
Honesty demands that, simply, humbly, and gladly, we 
tell as well as we can what the Lord hath done for us. 
In spiritual Canaan the people love to do this. 

In Canaan the children of Israel were a compact 
Church organization. " The Lord hath chosen Zion." 
(Psa. cxxxii, 13.) What Zion was to them the "Church 
of the first-born" is in spiritual Canaan. Any move- 
ment or experience that is opposed to Scriptural Church 
organization and discipline is born not of holiness, but 
of fanaticism. Last Winter at Lyons the main body of 
the Grand River was completely blocked up by ice. The 
result was that the river burst its banks, and cutting a 
new channel, in triumph rolled on upon its mission. 
The Church has been blocked up in a similar way at 
different periods by formality, worldliness, and traditions. 
But this " river " that " makes glad the city of our God," 
like the Grand, has burst her banks and majestically 
rolled onward. One outbreak occurred at Pentecost, 
another in Luther's day, another in Wesley's, and the 
next wijl come when men are foolish enough to try again 
the ice blockade just mentioned; but the "river" will 
roll onward until lost amid the streets of the eternal city. 
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Reuben and Gad, because of their " cattle," chose their 
portion on the east side of Jordan, settled down there, and 
were the first to be carried away by the enemy. Their ac- 
tion aad its results illustrate the peril of settling down 
in an experience short of the spiritual Canaan which 
God promises. Beware of resting, because of " cattle," 
or "horses," or "more land," or aught else, until " filled 
with the Spirit." 

In Canaan God himself was their guide, their defense, 
and their salvation. " Hear, O Israel, ye approach this 
day unto battle against your eneojies: let not your hearts 
faint; fear not, and do not tremble, neither be ye terri- 
fied because of them ; for the Lord your God is he that 
goeth with you to fight for you against your enemies to 
save you." (Deut. xx, 3, 4.) He is all of this to those 
who are fully his in their conflicts with spiritual foes. 
"He directs their paths," "gives them power ov«r all 
the power of the enemy," "saves them out of all their 
troubles," gives them " good success," grants them his 
"joy" and "peace" and "glory," "manifests himself" 
unto them, dwells " within their hearts," gives them the 
"Holy Spirit," makes them "more than conquerors," 
and is " with them always, even unto the end." Doubt- 
less through him they are to be the " invincibles" of 
the universe. 

In Canaan the people enjoyed "head," "heart," "hand," 
" home," and " heaven " religion. " Therefore shall 
ye lay up these my words into your 'heart' and in your 
soul, and bind them for a sign upon your 'hand,' that 
they may be as frontlets between your eyes. And ye 
shall teach them your children, speaking of them whon 
thou sittest in thine ' house,' and when thou walkest by 
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the way, when thou liest down, and when thou 
risest up. And thou shalt write them upon the door- 
posts of thine ' house,' and upon thy gates : that 
your days may be multiplied, and the days of your 
children, in the land which the Lord sware unto your 
fathers to give them, as the days of heaven upon earth." 
(Deut. xi, 18-21.) 

The above is a Scriptural photograph of the individ- 
ual and home life of the faithful, as God planned it to 
be in the earthly Canaan. In spiritual Canaan it be- 
comes a blissful realization. 

1. Head religion. God's "words" can reach the 
heart only through the head, and one reason why some 
people have so few of God's words in their hearts is 
because they have been too "busy," or "lazy," or 
" negligent " to store them in their heads. 

2. Heart religion. In spiritual Canaan the "heart is 
right," and it is kept with "all diligence." The " word 
of Christ dwells in it richly," and the King himself is 
crowned therein. It is pure and full of love. For- 
giveness and all the graces of the Spirit make it their 
head-quarters. The law of God is indelibly graven on 
its walls, and the Gospel atmosphere, fresh from heaven, 
fills every apartment. A person without heart religion 
is like a house in the frigid zone without any fire. 
Without " head " religion he is like the same house 
without any chimney. The two must not be sundered. 

3. Hand religion. The dwellers of spiritual Canaan, 
having " washed them in innocency," " lift up holy 
hands without wrath or doubting," and "whatsoever 
their hands find to do," that do they with their might. 
They gladly extend their hands in forgiveness, friend- 
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ship, and benevolence, and expect to employ them in 
high and holy service for evermore. 

4. Home religion. In spiritual Canaan the home is 
a miniature Church ; and as people are always good at 
Church, and as their Church never is out, they are al- 
ways good. Tliere is no fretting, complaining, or fault- 
finding. The home is warmed by the heat of holy 
love, lighted with more than electric radiance by divine 
truth, supplied abundantly with bread from above and 
water from the great fountain of living waters, and 
each member is clad with a wedding suit of righteous- 
ness presented by the King. There is no friction ; for 
all of the spiritual machinery of the household is lubri- 
cated by the " oil of gladness," which is freely given to 
all the faithful. Their spiritual diseases have all been 
healed, and remedies provided to prevent a relapse. As 
" they that wait upon the Lord renew their strength," 
and they are always waiting on him, their strength is 
ever increasing. As no good thing is withheld from 
them that walk uprightly, and they are always walk- 
ing uprightly, their lives are replete with good 
things. As they believe in " singing with the 
spirit and understanding also," they have melody such 
as angels love to hear. Rejoicing evermore with joy 
unspeakable and full of glory, they have holy ecstasies 
that speech is utterly powerless to express. Loving 
God with all the heart, it is their highest joy to live 
in such a way as to please him. Loving each other 
as themselves, they feel as the little girl did when 
asked to define happiness. She said : " It is to feel as 
if you wanted to give up all your things to your little 
sister." It is true that it is needful sometimes to 
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rebuke, but that is doue in love, and each soon learns 
to feel : " Let the righteous smite me, it shall be a 
kindness; and let him reprove me, it shall be an ex- 
cellent oil which sliall not break my head." They be- 
lieve in witnessing for Jesus, and you can not make 
them believe that public service is the only place to do 
it. They mention the story of their wonderful salva- 
tion at home, and repeat it daily with a thousand 
variations, teaching it and all that the Lord commands 
to their children ; making mention of these things when 
"sitting" and "walking" and "lying down," illus- 
trating gospel truths upon the walls of their houses by 
fitting pictures and mottoes, and also instructing by 
papers, books, and songs. The parents gather their 
children about them at the family altar, and each joins 
in that sacred and joyous service. At the table, with 
heartfelt gratitude, the gracious Father is remembered, 
and they have gladly promised not to eat, drink, say or 
do any thing that they can not ask him to bless them in. 
What a contrast to homes that devour God's blessing 
like pigs in their pens, without one expression of thanks- 
giving to the Giver! What a contrast to the godless 
homes of some professors, where tobacco-using, or 
cards, or dancing, or novel-reading, or perhaps all of 
these combined, are substituted instead of the proper 
externals of " home religion !" 

4. Heaven religion.* " A ' home ' is known by its 
fruits." " That your days may be multiplied, and the 
days of your children, as the days of heaven upon earth." 
In the Canaan experience God's will is "done on earth

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as it is in heaven." Heaven is cheerful submission to 
God's will. Hence spiritual Canaan is heaven on earth. 
With its possessors heaven already is gained, and 
whether they do service in " heaven below " or " heaven 
above" is one to them. They wisely leave that to 
heaven's King. They do not talk about " weathering 
the blasts of this unfriendly world, and finally gaining 
heaven," for they have " gained heaven " already. They 
do not talk about their " trials and tribulations," because 
these are all sanctified to their' good, and they find 
heavenly bliss in bearing them. They do not make wry, 
sour faces when persecuted, but " rejoice and are ex- 
ceeding glad." Instead of whining about temptations 
when they come, they resist them, and "count it all 
joy." Instead of feeling "slighted" or 'hurt" by any 
" neglects " that they may chance to experience, they are 
so conscious of the presence and favor of the Almighty 
Maker and Ruler of all universes that a thousand little 
worlds like this might turn them the "cold shoulder," 
and it would not destroy their enjoyment. Death to 
them is changed from the cruel, greedy monster that 
he once seemed to a kind messenger, employed by their 
Father to hand them their " promotion papers." They 
find Jesus more than a match for even " weak nerves." 
Many have had an experience similar to that of 
Rev. E. M. Griffith, who wrote: "Of late some life- 
long opinions of mine have been swept away. 1. I 
thought Beulah songs, light, glory, were for the dying 
only ; yet to poor, weak, sinful me they were given for 
days, weeks, months, and still I lived. In the unutter- 
able rapture I kept on thinking, 'I shall certainly go 
over the river 8oon, perhaps to-day.' This lesson I have 
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learned. Beulah is at our doors. All believers, even 
though in perfect health, may enter in. 2. I thought 
that spiritual rapture need not be looked for in the 
pressure of certain diseases. I argued : ' It can hardly 
co-exist with a disorder that blunts, overslaughs, and 
paralyzes the whole nervous system.' So in the dropsy 
that overflowed me, when swollen to enormous propor- 
tions, with no more nervous feeling than a post, I kept 
on saying: 'I am safe; my feet are on the rock; but 
feeling, emotion, is not now possible. I rest content!' 
But, brethren, the unspeakable joy, the supernatural 
glory swept down on me during the prevalence of dropsy 
(my last attack), and my theory gasped and died. The 
lesson taught me is this : Spiritual life, joy, rapture, are 
not necessarily dependent upon, or connected with, 
physical or nervous conditions. Let the whole nervous 
.■system be paralyzed and dead, the spiritual body we 
have, which is indeed our true life, may thrill with 
untold ecstasy." Praise God that such triumphs may 
be ours even here ! Thus " head," " heart," " hand," 
and " heaven " religion become a blessed reality to all 
in spiritual Canaan. How gracious in our Father to 
grant such privileges! Had he given us a "bread and 
water " experience, and held us at arm's length for a 
few thousand years, and then permitted this blessedness 
to dawn on us " little by little," we would have felt 
even then highly favored; but instead of that, he re- 
deems us Q-om Egypt's dungeons, "breaks every chain," 
bears our souls to some " glory " summit, and then, 
when we gasp with unutterable astonishment and joy, 
and say, " This indeed is heaven and good enough for me 
forever," he points beyond and above to limitless vistas 
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of increasingly glorious unfoldings, and whispers : " My 
child, if faithful, your future is ever to be from glory 
unto glory." Blessed Beulah-land of light, of purity, 
of power, of liberty, of love, and joyful service, thou 
art indeed a heaven on earth and the antechamber to 
the Father's many-mansioned house above! Thy fruits 
are inexpressibly sweet, and thy waters of untold 
purity. Thy companionships are all rulers, with fade- 
less crowns and crumbleless kingdoms ! Led by our 
Father's hand, we have entered thy borders, to remain 
until our eyes, accustomed to thy glory, which 
dazzles us so at first, shall be able to bear the brighter 
revelations beyond; and then, although we shall be 
ascending forever and forever, we never shall forget 
that thou wert the place where first we were honored 
by the abiding presence of the " King in his beauty," 
and felt the weighty raptures of his perfect love. 
Earthly expressions are powerless to fittingly magnify 
thy excellences. In the courts above, when our powers 
of thought and expression shall have increased a mill- 
ion-fold, and we can call to our assistance the multi- 
tudes of the redeemed and the mighty hosts of angels, 
then ' shall we be better able to express our value of 
thy worth ! 
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Yet they tempted and provoked the most high God, and kept 
not his testimonies' but turned back, and dealt unfaithfully like 
their fathers; they were turned aside like a deceitful bow. For 
they provoked him to anger with their high places, and moved 
him to jealousy with their graven images. When God heard this 
he was wroth, and greatly abhorred Israel : , . . and delivered 
his strength into captivity and his glory into the enemies' hand. — 
PsA. Lxxviii, 513-59, 61. 

For it had been better for them not to have known the way 
of righteousness than, after they have known it, to turn from the 
holy commandment de]ivered unto them. ^2 Peter ii, 21. 

When from God our hearts decline, 
How we fall from heights sublime ! 
When his warnings we despise. 
What a sight for angel eyes ! 
When his judgments we '11 not heed, 
How at last our hearts must bleed ! 
Warned by Israel's awful state, 
May we wisely shun her fate ! 
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"If ye be willing and obedient, ye shall eat the good 
of the land ; but if ye refuse and rebel, ye shall be de- 
voured with the sword : for the mouth of the.Lord hath 
spoken it." (Psa. i, 19, 20.) 

"And Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon, came against 
the city, and his servants did besiege it. . . . And 
he carried away all Jerusalem, and all the princes, and 
all the mighty men of valor, even ten thousand captives 
and all the craftsmen and smiths ; none remained, save 
the poorest sort of the people of the land." (2 Kings 
xxiv, 11, 14.) 

How differently history often runs from what we 
wish ! How much grander if the children of Israel had 
kept their covenant, and triumphantly retained Canaan, 
instead of falling from it ! As it is, this portion of their 
history presents a vivid picture of kindred occurrences 
which transpire with believers, who, proving unfaithful, 
fall from spiritual Canaan, into the oppressive Babylon 
of awful condemnation. It was one thing for Israel to 
enter Canaan, and another quite as great to remain there. 
The same is true of all who enter spiritual Canaan. To 
be forewarned is to be forearmed. Instructed by their 
awful example, foolish indeed will we be if we follow in 
their downward steps. 
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"Princes," "mighty men," "men of valor," "chief 
singers," and "priests" were carried into "captivity." 
Similar features can be traced in the spiritual photo- 
graph. Neither governmental and ecclesiastical positions, 
nor educational and religious advantages, nor long resi- 
dence in the land of perfect love, will deliver from 
spiritual captivity, when the divinely decreed conditions 
of possession are ruthlessly cast aside. 

"And Israel served the Lord all the days of Joshua, 
and all the days of the elders that overlived Joshua, and 
which liad.known all the works of the Lord that he had 
done for Israel." (Josh, xxiv, 31.) Thus we see that 
they "retained the goodly land" for a long time; and 
if they were able to retain it that long, surely they, by 
God's grace, might have ever kept it if they would. The 
deeds whereby they forfeited it are photographs of those 
whereby believers forfeit their Canaan of perfect love. 

They became covenant-breakers. "The children of Is- 
rael have forsaken thy covenant, thrown down thine al- 
tars, and slain thy prophets with the sword." (1 Kings 
xix, 16.) " They are turned back to the iniquities of their 
forefathers which refused to hear my words, and they 
went after other gods to serve them. The house of 
Israel and the house of Judah have broken my cove- 
nant which I made with their fathers." (Jer. xi, 10.) 
Thus the solemn covenant which they had made with 
God was broken. They had promised to " do all" and 
"go anywhere," that God might direct. This pledge 
they persistently broke; and thus forfeited their inher- 
itance. Spiritual Canaan is lost in a like way. A 
broken covenant is a swift and sure chariot to perdition. 

They would not listen to the truth. "Refii.ii'd to hear 
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my words." Their brethren in spiritual realms do like- 
wise. Having sinned against it, they " will not come to 
the light lest their deeds should be reproved." They 
do n't like spiritual papers, people, or preachers. They 
may be willing to talk theories; but to listen to com- 
mands, promises, or experiences that teach deep spirit- 
uality is against their will. They thus place themselves 
among the number of whom it is written : " He that 
turneth away his ear from hearing the law, even his 
prayer shall be abomination." 

They Tiegkcted worship. " Thrown down thine altars." 
Like their parents in the garden, they sinned against 
God, and then were afraid to meet him. Covenant- 
breaking in spiritual Canaan unrepented of is followed 
by like results. Private, family, and public devotions, 
" Scripture searching " and " fasting," are either forsaken 
or become a mere form. 

" They wetit after other gods to serve them." Ashte- 
roth, Baal, and Moloch drew them to their shrines, and 
their idolatry, in God's sight, was treason. In spiritual 
Canaan similar treachery produces similar results. What 
Ashteroth, "Queen of heaven, sitting on a lion, her head 
surrounded by the sun's rays, and in one hand a thunder- 
bolt and the other a scepter " — was to them, a " popular 
religion " becomes to spiritual believers. They cease 
complete trust in God, and adopt a sort of " lion," " sun- 
shine," and "thunderbolt and scepter" religion. They 
seek a religion that will be outwardly popular, pompous, 
and dazzling, and at the same time " fleshly " and easy. 
Their hearts worship at such a shrine as this, and as they 
bow there the " crowns " fall from their heads. All 
heaven echoes " treason 1" and Cod thunders : " Cursed 
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be the man that trusteth in man, and maketh flesh his 
arm, and whose heart departeth from the Lord ; for he 
shall be like the heath in the desert, and shall not see 
when good cometh; but shall inhabit the parched places 
in the wilderness, in a salt land and not inhabited." 

They " sacrificed their children " by fire to Moloch. 
What Moloch was to them the " god of this world is to 
believers." We lift our hands in horror as we think of 
parents placing their sons and daughters upon Moloch's 
heated pyres, until they are consumed before their eyes; 
but fathers and mothers who, by either precept or exam- 
ple, teach their children to " gain wealth " for wealth's 
sake instead of Christ's; to "gain knowledge and po- 
sition " for the " applause of men " instead of the 
plaudits of the Eternal ; to marry for position in society 
instead of heaven's holy motive; to care more for man's 
opinion than God's — are offering them upon an altar as 
cruel as Moloch's ; an altar, the pyre of which is heated 
by the fire of hell, where, unless a miracle interpose, its 
victims must make their eternal home. 

Upon the brows of such parents, who once were high 
in heavenly favor, the angel prints the awful words, 
" Thy glory is departed ;" and, louder than the applause 
of giddy worldlings or the plaudits from the pit beneath, 
rolls to their startled souls the voice of God Almighty, 
saying: "Their blood will I require at thine hand." 

The systems of idolatry to which falling Israel con- 
formed were simply agencies for the gratification of the 
carnal nature through the " lusts of the flesh " and the 
"love of the world." With the believer in Benlah- 
land, any yielding to the world, flesh, or devil has in it 
the seed of idolatry, and if cherished will drive from the 
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land. These enemies remain to seek his ruin, and must 
be conquered, not loved nor served. 

Chiefly instrumental in Israel's downfall was their com- 
promising matters with the idolatrous inhabitants of the 
land. Instead of " driving them out " of the land and 
" destroying them," as they were commanded, they 
" took tribute " of them, " made leagues," and finally 
"intermarried" with them. The most heinous of their 
after sins can be traced to this compromising spirit. 
Their idolatrous confederates thus became " thorns in 
their sides," which finally pierced through to their very 
heart. Compromises as to " companionships," " society," 
"profession," "soul-saving work," "property," "busi- 
ness," and perhaps " little matters," have often in the end 
cost spiritual Canaan. To yield any is to invite ruin. 

Israel's downfall began with " negligence " and "for- 
getfulneas." Believers need trumpet-tongued warnings 
of the same dangers. While men " sleep " the slumber 
of "negligence" and " forgetfulness," the enemy into 
the heart fountain pours poisoned waters of depravity 
that at once flow forth into a woeful stream. 

Israel engaged in profitless undertakings. " My peopl e 
have changed their glory for that which did not profit." 
(Jer. ii, 11.) Holiness people who engage in profitless 
thoughts, words, or deeds, do so at like peril. 

Israel sank through willful ignorance. "Therefore 
my people are gone into captivity, because they have no 
knowledge." (Isa. v, 13.) All needful knowledge 
through God was accessible to them, but her leaders 
willfully rejected it, and the masses, all too willingly, 
followed in their footsteps. Thousands, " alienated 
from the life of God through the ignorance that is in 
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them," have perished in a similar way. Breaking their 
covenant with God, they lose experimental knowledge 
of spiritual things, and thus become an easy prey to the 
enemy. Others begin right; but, refusing to prayerfully 
study the Word and read holy books and papers that 
would help to guide them aright, they ignorantly stum- 
ble into the black ditch of fanaticism, and sink beneath 
its slime. 

Israel disregarded correction. " For the people 
turneth not nnto him that smiteth them, neither do they 
seek the Lord of hosts." (Isa. ix, 13.) When believers 
begin to decline, God speaks, and then often chastises. 
If penitent, they kiss with gratitude the hand that 
brings the chastisement; but if, like Israel, they "turn 
not unto him," they thus reveal a sad perversity of soul. 

The leaders of the people did much to hasten Israel's 
downfall. " For the leaders of this people cause them 
to err; and they that are led of them are destroyed." 
(Jer. ix, 16.) Many have fallen from spiritual Canaan 
by looking to " leaders " instead of to Jesus. Follow 
others only as "they follow Christ." "Fix your eyes 
upon Jesus." 

Babylonish captivity was also invited by the treachery 
of false ministers. Its counterpart in the spiritual world 
in a like manner receives many victims through the 
same agency. As they had so important a part in 
Israel's ruin, and their generation still lives to carry on 
their " wolfish " work, we will stop and view their 
Scriptural photograph. God hangs it up iu the gallery 
of his Word, for the protection of his people in all 
ages, just as the government sometimes, for the pro- 
tection of its citizens, posts descriptions of desperados 
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in public places through all its realms. All the features 
mentioned may not be found in any one of them, but 
often enough combine to establish their detection. I 
suppose Jesus referred to these features when he said : 
" By their fruits ye shall know them." 

(a) They went withovi being sent. They chose preach- 
ing, as men choose ordinary occupations, with no call 
from God. They spurned the divine declaration that 
" no man taketh this honor to himself, but him that is 
called, as was Aaron ;" and God said of them : " I have 
not sent these prophets, yet they ran : I have not spoken 
unto them, yet they prophesied." (Jer. xxiii, 21.) 

(4) They were light and treacherous. " Her propliets 
are light and treacherous persons; her priests have pol- 
luted the sanctuary; they have done violence to the 
law." (Zech. iii, 4.) They were light and trifling, in- 
stead of " serious, weighty, solemn ;" " treacherous," in 
that their whole deportment thus belied the messages 
given to their cure. Their brethren of to-day have 
been known to "crack jokes," and tell "light" and 
sometimes "low" stories for hours; to join in the 
amusements of giddy worldlings, and in thousands of 
ways give expression to a levity that is born of the pit. 

(c) Theywere sacrilegious. They "polluted the sanc- 
tuary." Jesus caught them at it when below, and the 
snapping of his "scourge of cords," as he drove them 
from his temple, has annoyed their fraternity ever 
since. His command, " Make not my Father's house an 
house of merchandise," they have never been slow to 
break. Their brethren to-day do not hesitate to sanc- 
tion worldly entertainments and traffic in sanctuaries 
that have been dedicated to the worship of God only. 
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If Jesus with holy indigDation drove the "buyers 
and sellers," with all their wares, from the miier court 
of an earthly temple, what would he do with those who 
desecrate the very place that should be sacred as the 
birthplace of souls? 

(d) " They did violence" to the law. This was done 
in three ways, — by breaking it, by neglecting to preach 
it, and by preaching only a part of it. To-day they 
treat the gospel, which includes the moral law, in a 
similar way. 

(e) They oared more for the fleece than the flock. " The 
priests thereof teach for hire, and the prophets thereof 
divine for money; yet will they lean upon the Lord, 
and say. Is not the Lord among us? none evil can 
come upon us. Therefore for your sake shall Zion be 
plowed as a field, and Jerusalem shall become heaps, 
and the mountain of the house as the high places of the 
forest." (Micah iii, 11, 12.) Such are more anxious 
about their salaries than the salvation of souls, and ap- 
pointments where they can get gain than those where 
they can do good. They speed souls Babylonward, and 
the ruin they have wrought is appalling. 

(/) They prophesied smooth things, crying, Peace, peace, 
when there was no peace. " They have healed the hurt 
of the daughter of my people slightly, saying. Peace, 
peace, when there is no peace." (Jer. vi, 14.) One of 
them, by accident I suppose, once said something in a 
sermon that so convicted a sinner that he wept. The 
preacher at once apologized with, " I did not mean to 
hurt your feelings." They will tell people that they 
are converted or sanctified before God does. They 
offer "peace" on conditions that God does not indorse, 
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and that will not stand the test of the dying hour and 
judgmenl. 

(g) They preached falsehoods. " The prophets proph- 
esy falsely, and the priests bear rule by their means; 
and my people love to have it so : and what will ye do 
in the end thereof?" (Jar. v, 31.) Their brethren to- 
day do not scruple to do likewise, and there are not 
wanting those who" love to have it so." But what of 
the end? 

(h) They would not walk in the holiness highway. 
" Thus saith the Lord, Stand ye in the ways and see, 
and ask for the old paths, where is the good way, and 
walk therein, and ye shall find rest for your souls. But 
they said. We will not walk therein." (Jer. vi, 16.) 

(i) They stole their sermons. " Therefore behold, I 
am against the prophets, saith the Lord, that steal my 
words every one from his neighbor." (Jer. xxiii, 30.) 
Their brethren of the present day are accused of follow- 
ing in their footsteps. 

(j) They neglected pastoral visitafion. " Therefore 
thus saith the Lord God of Israel against the pastors 
that feed my people, Ye have scattered my flock, and 
driven them away, and have not visited them. Behold I 
will visit upon you the evil of your doings, saith the 
Lord." (Jer. xxiii, 2.) False preachers; pastoral 
visitation distasteful and neglected; flock scattered; 
preacher visited by God for the evil, — who covets such 
a record? 

(k) They were " dressy," popularity-seeking, grasping, 
and itched for office. " Then in the audience of all the 
people he said unto his disciples, Beware of the scribes, 
which desire to walk in long robes, and love greetings 
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in the markets, and the highest seats in the synagogues, 
and the chief rooms at feasts; which devour widows' 
houses, and for a pretense make long prayers ; the same 
shall receive greater damnation." (Luke xx, 45-47.) 

(l) They fretted for honorary titles. " And greetings 
in the markets, and to be called of men, Rabbi, Rabbi." 
(Matt, xxiii, 7.) Who would be willing to expose his 
ignorance by maintaining that this unfortunate genera- 
tion has passed away ? 

(m) They made social calls with selfish motives. "Thus 
saith the Lord God unto the shepherds, Woe to the 
shepherds of Israel that do feed themselves ! Should 
not the shepherds feed the flocks? Ye eat the fat, and 
ye clothe you with the wool, ye kill them that are fed; 
but ye feed not the flock." (Ezekiel xxxiv, 2, 3.) 
They visited to fill their stomachs, not to feed the flock. 
It is to be hoped that their generation is extinct. 

(n) They were arbitrary and exacting in their admin- 
istration. "The diseased have ye not strengthened, 
neither have ye healed that which was sick, neither have 
ye bound up that which was broken, neither have ye 
brought again that which was driven away, neither have 
ye sought again that which was lost; but with force and 
with cruelty have ye ruled them." (Ezek. xxxiv, 4.) 

(o) They were wrong on the tempei-ance question. 
" The priest and the prophet have erred through strong 
drink : they are out of the way through strong drink ; 
they err in vision, they stumble in judgment: for all 
tables are full of vomit and filthiness, so that there is no 
place clean." (Isa. xxviii, 7, 8.) Evidently this class 
believed in either free liquor or license, drank when they 
pleased ; and the last verse quoted almost compels to the 
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conclusion that the generally received history of tobacco 
is wrong, and that they were also slaves to tlie spittoon. 
This age is cursed by their counterpart. 

(p) They preached their own " views " instead of God's 
Word. " They speak a vision of their own heart, and 
not out of the mouth of the Lord." (Jer. xxiii, 16.) 
They did not live near enough to God to hear his voice, 
and so out of their own heart they spun the spider-web 
speeches which they substituted for messages divine. 
What a farce ! And yet who. has not seen it repeated ? 

(5) They encouraged people in unsoriptural ideas and 
practices. " They say unto every one that walketh after 
the imagination of his own heart. No evil shall come 
upon you." (Isa. xxiii, 17. Such may get the good- 
will of those whom thus they deceive for a little time, 
but it will be to burn under their reproaches through 
eternity ! 

(r) ITiey were strangers to converting and sanctifying 
grace. "The priests said not, Where is the Lord? And 
they that handle the law knew me not." (Jer. ii, 8.) 
"Blind leaders of the blind," what wonder that "they 
both fall into the ditch ?" The devil's " ditches," in all 
ages, have been kept full by such " handlers of the law." 

(s) They were immoral. "For both prophet and priest 
are profane." (Lsa. xxii, 11.) " They commit adultery 
and walk in lies ; they strengthen the hands also of evil 
doers." (Isa. xxii, 14.) They are seldom openly so, 
yet the priestly wickedness of Jeremiah's day and the 
clerical orgies of the Middle Ages, as well as the occa- 
sional exposures of the present day, show that this class 
of "false prophets" has never been without repre- 
sentatives. 
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(t) God calls them "wind" prophets. (Jer. v, 13.) 
And such they are — hot winds from the desert, carrying 
blight and blasting wherever they smite; poisonous 
winds from the malarious swamps and marshes of sin, 
bearing spiritual typhoid, that ends in the agonies of 
death eternal. " Beware of false prophets." (Jesus.) 
"Beloved, believe not every spirit; but try the spirits 
whether they be of God: for many false prophets are 
goiie out into the world." (1 John iv, 1.) 

(m) Their end is to be horrible beyond description. 
Having deceived and ruined many on earth, they are 
next represented as attempting to deceive the Almighty 
on his judgment throne, saying: "Lord, Lord, have we 
not prophesied in thy name? and in thy name cast out 
devils? and in thy name done many wonderful works?" 
Then they shall be "cast alive into a lake of fire burn- 
ing with brimstone," " where the beast and the false 
prophet are, and shall be tormented day and night for 
ever and ever." 

(v) False prophets abounded among the Jews at Baby- 
lon. (Jer. xxix, 16.) A Babylonish condition of the 
Church is favorable to their development, and hence 
they seek to conserve it. Attention has thus been 
called to " false prophets," not in a censorious spirit, 
but because they were the chief agents contributing to 
Israel's downfall and captivity, and having exerted a like 
influence in the Church in all ages, are still continuing 
to do so; and because this warning is a part of the 
gospel, no portion of which should be put under 
a bushel. What a contrast are these "fakse" prophets 
to the noble, self-sacrificing prophets and preachers of 
to-day and all the ages, who have "declared the whole 
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counsel of God;" "with tears" have sought souls from 
"house to house;" have braved the raging elements of 
the material world and the world of darkness to save 
men, and, "laying down their lives for the sheep," have 
triumphantly ascended to their heavenly mansions, leav- 
ing examples that have inspired thousands to follow 
them as they followed Christ! 

By the sins mentioned, and many more that might 
be, Israel fell, until she was so low that Isaiah said : 
" O sinful nation, a people laden with iniquity, a seed 
of evil-doers, children that are corrupters ; they have 
forsaken the Lord, they have provoked the Holy One 
of Israel to anger, they have gone away backward." 
(Isa. i, 4.) As a result of their sinfulness, "in those 
days the Lord began to cut Israel short." (2 Kings x, 
32.) What it means to be "cut short," every back- 
slider from spiritual Canaan knows by bitter experi- 
ence. Ifany of them retained the form of worship without 
the power. Such are spiritual corpses. 

Their formal worship was unacceptable and offensive 
to Ood. " I hate, I despise your feast days, and I will 
not smell in your solemn assemblies. Though ye offer 
me burnt offerings and your meat offerings, I will not 
accept them ; neither will I regard the peace offerings 
of your fat beasts. Take thou away from me the noise 
of thy songs; for I will not hear the melody of thy 
viols. But let judgment run down as waters, and 
righteousness as a mighty stream." (Amos v, 21-24.) 
What was trne of Israel as .she was thus neariiig 
Babylon, is trne of all who renounce the "mind of 
Christ." Though they may continue their worship, 
" speak and sing with the tongues of men and angels," 
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" give all their goods to feed the poor," and their 
" bodies to be burned," yet, in God's sight, their mock 
worship is an oifense which he "despises," and which 
he commands to "be taken away." Well may formal 
Babylonish worshipers tremble; for God is angry, and 
his judgments will not tarry long. 

Israel, by falling from Canaan, caused others to slum- 
hie. " Because my people have forgotten me, they liave 
burned incense to vanity, and they have caused them to 
stumble in their ways from the ancient paths, to walk 
in paths in a way not cast up." (Jer. xviii, 15.) Prob- 
ably no one ever fell from spiritual Canaan to spiritual 
Babylon without causing others to stumble with him. 
What a mighty incentive to steadfastness! 

Israel, in falling, became guilty of soul-murder. " Also 
in thy skirts is found the blood of the souls of the poor 
innocents. I have not found it by secret search, but upon 
all of these." In the parallel spiritual state, people are 
guilty in a similar way. Children perish because of 
the unfaithfulness of parents, and doubtless millions of 
soul-murderers will stand by the side of Cain and Judas 
in the day of awful reckoning. 

The children of Israel were repeatedly warned of their 
danger. " And the Lord hath sent unto you all his 
servants the prophets, rising early and sending them ; 
hut ye have not hearkened nor inclined yonr ear to 
hear." (Jer. xxv, 4.) Through these faithful messengers 
God placed before them inexpressibly rich blessing if 
obedient, and many and awful judgments if faithless. 
(See Lev. xxvj, and Dent, xxvii and x'xviii.) All who 
are forfeiting spiritual Canaan are warned in a like 
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manner. The Spirit, the Word, and the Church, in 
thunder tones, repeatedly voice the warning. 

Israel was further warned by preliminary Judgments. 
Seven times was she made captive by the surrounding 
nations before her final enslavement in far-away Baby- 
lon. Gentle warnings, sterner ones; ordinary judgments, 
severe ones ; final captivity, — such was the order of God's 
dealings with them, and is with all who wander from 
him. O Israel! why wouldst thou not be warned? 

Though long delayed and foretold, yet final captivity 
came to Israel suddenly. " Yea, it shall be at an in- 
stant suddenly. Thou shalt be visited of the Lord of 
hosts with thunder, and with earthquake, and great noise, 
with storm and tempest, and the flame of devouring 
fire." (Isa. xxix, 5, 6.) This is God's description of 
the judgment whereby they were carried into final cap- 
tivity to Babylon. It is a graphic picture, also, of his 
dealings with those who, breaking their covenant, have 
forfeited spiritual Canaan. O, fallen one! thou dost 
hear the spiritual "thunder," "great noise," "storm 
and tempest;" and feel the spiritual "flame of devouring 
fire," and quakings of a mighty soul-earthquake. Then 
art thou in spiritual Babylon, and though long threaten- 
ing, yet suddenly the dreaded judgment fell. Thy 
Maker would have had thee singing songs of triumph, 
instead of uttering those awful wails. 

Babylonish captivity was the more bitter to Israel he- 
cause self incurred. " Thy ways and thy doings have 
procured these things unto thee." " For ye have kindled 
a fire in mine anger, which shall burn forever." ( Isa. 
iv, 18, and xvii, 4.) A like consciousness of personal 
blame possesses those who fall from spiritual Canaan 
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into the awful condemnation of Babylonish bondage. 
That in itself is a lash that scourges more cruelly than 
that of any human taskmaster. 

Babylonish bondage was worse than " wandering in the 
wilderness." In the spiritual states illustrated by each, 
the same is also true. 

(a) Only two tribes returned from Babylon to Ca- 
naan, while every tribe emerged from the wilderness. 
The more lofty the height that the spirit falls from, the 
greater is the difficulty of regaining it. Satan was so 
high and fell so low that he can never get back. 

(6) Babylon was worse than the wilderness because 
those in the wilderness had never enjoyed the pleasures 
of Canaan, and hence were unable to so keenly feel their 
absence. The spiritual analogyis clear. Those in the 
" wilderness experience," never having tested the enjoy- 
ments of spiritual Canaan, can not be pained by their 
absence as those in spiritual Babylon, who have known 
all the glories of the land. 

(e) God expressly declares that they were worse than 
their fathers. "And ye have done worse than your 
fathers; for, behold, ye walk every one after the imagi- 
nation of his evil heart, that they may not hearken unto 
me : therefore will I cast you out of this land into a 
land that ye know not, . . . where I will not shew 
you favor." (Jer. xvi, 12, 13.) They were worse than their 
fathers in the wilderness: 1. In that they sinned against 
greater light; 2. Against greater mercies; 3. And their 
condition was also worse in that God expressly de- 
clared that he would "shew them no favor," while in the 
wilderness they were shown many ; 4. In the wilderness 
Moses interceded, and in answer to his prayers Israel 
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as a nation was delivered, while of Israel in Babylon he 
declared that, "Though Moses and Samuel stood before 
me, yet my mind could not be towards this people : cast 
them out of my sight, and let them go forth." (Jer. 
XV, 1.) 

The inhabitants of spiritual Babylon, like their breth- 
ren then, have sinned against greater light and mercies 
than those in the spiritual wilderness. Some of them 
also have doubtless committed the " sin unto death," 
for which it is useless to pray, and are like the man of 
whom the Savior said, that the unclean spirit " taketh 
to himself seven other spirits more wicked than himself, 
and they enter in and dwell there : and the last state of 
that man is worse than the first." (Luke xi, 26.) In 
spiritual Egypt the unclean spirit is master of the man; 
in the Sinai Wilderness (justification) he is bound; in 
the Desert Wilderness (backsliding) he has broken from 
bondage, and rules with more than former fury; in 
spiritual Canaan he is " gone out of the man," and the 
soul temple is "swept and garnished;" in spiritual Baby- 
lon he has returned, and holds carnival with " seven 
spirits more wicked than himself." May the horrors of 
such an experience impel us to shun it as we would hell 
itself! On the grave-stones of all in spiritual Babylon 
God writes : " O that thou hadst hearkened to my com- 
mandments ! then had thy peace been as a river, and 
thy righteousness as the waves of the sea." Who covets 
such an epitaph ? 
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Thus saith the Lord ibe God of Israel: Like these good figs, 
so will I acknowledge them that are carried away captive of 
Judah, whom I have sent out of this place into the land of the 
Chaldeans lor their good. For I will set mine eyes upon them for 
good, and I will bring them again unto this laud . and I will 
build them, and not pull them down ; and I will plant them, and 
not pluck them up. And I will give them an heart to know me, 
that I am the Lord ; and they shall be my people, and I will be 
their God: j<yr ih&y shall return unto me with all their heart. — Jer. 
XXIV, 5-7. 

TuBN, backsliding children, saith the Lord; for I am 
married unto you : and I will take you one of a city, and two of 
a family, and I will bring you to Zion. — Jer. hi, 14. 

Though we wander far away, 
Christ doth follow day by day. 
When affliction's irons we feel, 
He is there our wounds to heal. 
When from sin our steps we turn, 
Then no more his ire will burn, 
When we humbly seek his face. 
Then he grants all needed grace. 
O the depths of love divine! 
Soul, this wondrous love is thine. 
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The object of this chapter is to aid and encourage 
all who may have fallen from spiritual Canaan to at 
ouce retrace their steps. May the great Shepherd of 
the sheep assist in leading each endangered one back 
into his fold ! 

God remembered Israel, even in Babylon. By his 
Word, his Spirit, his prophets, and a few faithful fol- 
lowers, he made his people feel that, -though their sins 
were terrible, yet still he loved them. Though some- 
times in sad despair he sighs, " Ephraim is joined to 
his idols, let him alone," yet soon again he is heard to 
moan like a mother over the cold form of her only babe : 
"How shall I give thee up?" Wandering child, as thus 
thou seest a picture of thy Father's agonizing love and 
forbearance towards thee, wilt thou not arise and with 
penitent feet retrace thy sad course, and seek his freely 
proffered pardon and restoration? 

Israel in Babylon had promise of restoration to 
Canaan. "1 will set mine eyes upon thera for good, 
and I will bring them again into this land : and I will 
build them and not pull them down ; and I will plant 
them and not pluck them up." (Jer. xxiv, 6.) Kin- 
dred promises of pardon and favor are extended to the 
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spiritual captive. In this as well as other realms of 
spiritual bondage, " whosoever will may come," and 
whosoever cometh " he will in " no wise cast out." 
The fact that but comparatively few in Babylon 
claimed the promise and accepted restoration is an 
analogy that may alarm ; yet the additional fact that 
all who would come were welcomed and delivered, illus- 
trates the fact that not one yielding penitent will . 
be left in spiritual Babylon. Glory to God for such 
a salvation ! 

Many of the events which transpired at the return- 
ing of the captives from Babylon are illustrative of 
events that take place when those who have fallen from 
perfect love into spiritual bondage, again return to 
spiritual Canaan. Wanderers, like them, reach a point 
where they so feel their bondage and their loss that 
they cry, " We are in great distress." (Neh. ix, 37.) 
If the melodies of the halcyon days gone by flit through 
the chambers of their souls, lo ! they have " hung their 
harps upon the willow," and feel that they " can not 
sing the songs of Zion in a strange land." Memory 
sometimes points backward to the seasons when there 
were " songs in the night," and when " Jerusalem was 
a joy" and Zion a "praise in the earth;" but quickly 
then the flood-gates of the bitter present are opened, and 
thoughts of " present captivity," "Jerusalem in ruins," 
and " Zion demolished," flood the soul with bitterness 
and woe. Many niimberless woes made Israel's cup of 
"distress" to overflow. The backslider from spiritual 
Canaan drinks the same cup of " wormwood and of gall." 

Those who were rescued from Babylon were the ones 
who realized their sad condition. Their fellow-captives 
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were fallen perhaps lower, but their fall did not pain 
them. The same is true with like spiritual captives. 
There is much hope for all who sense the bitterness of 
their captivity, and very little for those who are callous 
to it. 

" For the ' bruised reed ' and the ' smoking flax,' " 

" Weeping may endure for a night, 
But joy Cometh in the morning!" 

The following are some of the steps that the captives 
took to regain their freedom and long-lost Canaan. 
Spiritual captives who follow their example will just as 
surely find the parallel spiritual blessing : 

1. They faded. " The children of Israel were assem- 
bled with /osiim^r, and sackcloth, and earth upon them." 
.(Neh. ix, 1.) There is a kind of evil spirit that cometh 
out "only by prayer and fasting," and it is usually this 
sort that possesses those who have fallen from high 
spiritual attainments. When feasting crowds out fast- 
ing, the body may grow fat, but the soul will starve to 
death. Spiritual decline dates back to neglect of fasting, 
and spiritual exaltation must begin there. Pentecostal 
power was attended by Pentecostal fasting. Fasting 
and self-examination are to the soul what inspection is 
to the engine, and ignoring in either case means disas- 
ter. Let every one in spiritual Babylon say : " I will 
not eat or drink until I know I am rescued from the 
pit that in my folly I have digged." Then it will not 
be long before " distress " and " fasting " are turned into 
gladness and triumph. 

2. "The children of Israel confessed their sins." (Neh. 
ix, 3.) They went over the whole catalogue from 
Egypt 'until that time, keeping nothing back, toning 
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nothing down. This is another forceful object-lesson 
for all seeking to regain spiritual Canaan. There sliould 
be frauli and full confession, without any "ifs," " buts," 
or " perhaps." 

3. Israel shouldered all the blame, saying: "Howbeit 
thou art just in all that is brought upon us ; for thou hast 
done riglit, but we have done wickedly." (Neh. ix, 
33.) We should feel likewise, for the same is just as true 
with every wanderer as it was with them ; and until we 
reach a kindred state of mind our Babylonish release- 
ment is hopeless. 

4. "They separated themselves from ungodly associa- 
tions." (Neh. ix, 2.) As the gold has to be separated from 
its rough and worthless companion-rocks in the mount- 
ain before it can be melted and receive the governmental 
impress, so must the wanderer draw the line between 
himself and giddy worldlings ere he can receive the im- 
press of the government divine. " What concord hath 
Christ with Belial ?" 

5. " They began to study the Word." (Neh. ix, 3.) 
Like shipwrecked mariners, who, ignoring chart and 
compass, are nearly wrecked on murderous rocks, and 
now return to study again the long neglected "guide- 
book," and take their bearings, so Israel again returns 
to God's long-neglected Word. Wanderers must do 
likewise, or with a fearful crash be wrecked amid the 
breakers of eternity. 

6. They renewed their covenant. They had broken and 
forsaken it. Now, penitently, they renew their former 
vows. Under this head they promise again to renounce 
all companionship with the people of the land, and ren- 
der to God the " first-fruits of every thing." Th^y con- 
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firmed the "consecration covenant" made by their fathers 
as they entered the land of Jordan; and they "entered 
into a curse, and into an oath, to wallc in God's law, 
which was given by Moses, the servant of God, and to ob- 
serve and do all the commandments of the Lord our God, 
and his judgments and his statutes." (Neh. x, 29.) Heart- 
sick wanderer, wilt thou not just now set again thy seal 
to these solemn vows that once held thee almost entranced 
within the realms of spiritual light and life and joy? 

7. They sought God earnestly. They met the condi- 
tions, and claimed this promise which he had given 
them : " Then shall ye call upon me, and I will hearken 
unto you. And ye shall seek me and find me, when ye 
shall search for me with all your heart. And I will be 
found of you, saith the Lord ; and I will turn away your 
captivity." (Jer. xxix, 12-14.) Kindred promises 
challenge all who, like them, have" wandered. When we, 
like them, meet the conditions and seek deliverance 
" with all the heart," then our " captivity " like theirs 
will be " turned away." For such gracious condescen- 
sion and mercy on the part of our Father, " let every 
thing that hath breath praise the Lord !" 

8. The children of Israel began at once the work of 
reformation, (a) They returned to Canaan ; (b) they 
rebuilt the temple ; (c) they gave for its support, and 
conducted its worship as God commanded. A consecra- 
tion that does not find expression in outer acts is false. 
Good desires, resolutions, and promises would not have 
brought them back to Canaan if they had not put them 
in execution. With the seeker of spiritual Canaan the 
same is true, and inaction has cost many a Canaan on 
earth and heaven hereafter. 
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Many of the children of Israel at this point had severe 
struggles in correcting past wrongs. God had positively 
proiiibited their intermarriage with the surrounding na- 
tions. This command had been ruthlessly broken, so 
"that the holy seed 'had' mingled themselves with the 
people of those lands ; yea, the hand of the princes and 
rulers had been chief in this trespass." (Ezra ix, 2.) 
Ezra " astonied," " ashamed," and " weeping," " cast 
himself down" before the assembled people, who, with 
bitter wailings at the thought of their sin and the pain 
that they had thus brought upon themselves and others, 
to his exhortation " to make confession unto the Lord 
God of your fathers and do his pleasure; and separate 
yourselves from the people of the land and from strange 
wives," responded, with a loud voice, "As thou hast said 
so must we do." "And some of them had wives, by 
whom they had children." This was one of the " right 
hands" that must needs be cut off, and the "right eyes" 
that must needs be plucked out, before God's smile could 
rest upon them. Nearly all who have wandered far from 
God have entangled themselves in some similar web. 
This lesson shows that such strands can and must be 
broken. The pain it causes can not be charged to God, 
but must be to those who disregard his Word. How 
many at this point have felt — 

" Ye tempting sweets forbear, 

Ye dearest idols fall ; 
My heart, ye can not share. 

For Jesus must have all. 
'T is bitter pain ; 't is cruel smart ; 
But 0, you must consent, my heart!" 

It would be infinitely better to lose worlds, and 
suifer ages, than to cherish the least thing that would 
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shut Jesus from the soul. Agonizing as it may be, 
no rectification of wrongs in the life that can be rem- 
edied should be neglected. To neglect them is but to 
forge Babylonish chains the tighter, and forever forfeit 
Canaan. 

The children of Israel having met the conditions, trusted 
God for pardon, protection, and reinstatement in the land 
which by sin they had forfeited. Let every seeker for rc- 
enthronement in spiritual Canaan wisely and hastily walk 
in their footsteps. To them God graciously promised, 
and he repeats it with deep spiritual meaning, to all 
who thus have wandered : " But if ye turn unto me, 
and keep my commandments, and do them, though there 
were of yon cast out unto the uttermost part of the 
heaven, yet will I gather them from thence, and will 
bring them unto the place that I have chosen to set my 
name there." (Nch. i, 9.) Gracious promise ! It chal- 
lenges the appropriatiou of every captive child. All 
who, like the penitent captives, yield with all their hearts, 
will hear a voice" divinely sweet, whispering: "I will 
heal their backslidings, I will love them freely; for 
mine anger is turned away from him." 

With the returning captives sorrow was turned into 
shouts and songs of victory. "And they sang together, 
by course in praising and giving thanks unto the Lord; 
because he is good, for his mercy endureth forever to- 
wards Israel. And all the people shouted with a great 
shout when they praised the Lord, because the founda- 
tion of the house of the Lord was laid." How like the 
songs of joy and gladness and shouts of holy triumph 
that burst from the lips of souls amid the blessed vic- 
tories in spiritual Canaan regained ! After years that 
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seemed ages of soul-bondage, how inexpressibly blessed 
to be again in the glorious experience indicated by the 
prophet when he said : " Therefore they shall come and 
sing in the height of Zion, and shall flow together for 
the goodness of the Lord, for the wheat, and for the 
wine and for the oil, and for the young of the flock and 
of the herd ; and their soul shall be as a watered gar- 
den, and they shall not sorrow any more at all. . . . 
For I will turn their mourning into joy, and will com- 
fort them, and make them rejoice from their sorrow." 
Back from Babylon ! Soul-bondage, darkness, and 
spiritual woe forever left behind ! The deep, deep pit 
of the backslider escaped before it was eternally too late! 
What wonder that hallelujahs of thanksgiving freely 
arise towards heaven? Back to Canaan; into liberty, 
light, and happiness; from the pit of hell to the ante- 
chamber of heaven ! For such a deliverance, " glory be 
to God in the highest" for evermore! 

" Behold, happy is the man whom God correcteth ; 
therefore despise not thou the chastening of the Al- 
mighty : for he maketh sore and bindeth up : he wound- 
eth and his hands make whole. He shall deliver thee in 
six troubles : yea, in seven there shall no evil touch thee. 
In famine he shall redeem thee from death : and in war 
from the power of the sword. Thou shalt be hid from 
the scourge of the tongue : neither shalt thou be afraid 
of destruction when it cometh. At destruction and 
famine thou shalt laugh : neither shalt thou be afraid 
of the beasts of the earth. For thou shalt be in league 
with the stones of the field : and the beasts of the field 
shall be at peace with thee. And thou shalt know that 
thy tabernacle shall be in peace; and thou shalt visit 
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thy habitation and shalt not sin. Thou shalt know- 
also that thy seed shall be great, and thine offspring as 
the grass of the earth. Thou shalt come to thy grave 
in a full age, like as a shock of corn cometh in in its 
season." (Bible.) 
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And it came to pass, as they still went on, and talked, that, 
behold, there appeared a chariot of fire, and horses of fire, and 
parted them both asunder ; and EUjah went up by a whirlwind 
into heaven. — 2 Kings ii, 11. 

And Stephen, being full of the Holy Ghost, looked up stead- 
fastly into heaven, and saw the glory of God, and Jesus standing 
on the right hand of God. And said, Behold, I see the heavens 
opened and Jesus standing on the right hand of God. — Acts viii, 
55, 56. 

To THOSE who dwell in Beulah land 
The heavenly kingdom 's close " at hand," 
For heaven's King, with empire sweet, 
Is crowned within, his reign complete. 
And whether here, or whether there. 
If reigning with him, who does care ? 
"To live is Christ, to die is gain;" 
In either case we '11 not complain.

As up we fly on wings of light, 
We 'U praise our King in mansions bright. 
164 
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One after another the faithful in the earthly Canaan 
came to the banks of death's river and triumphantly 
braved its terrors, and were borne to their everlasting 
home on high. Joshua, Samuel, Josiah, Elijah, Elisha, 
Isaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, and throngs of faithful 
" fathers and mothers " in Israel, and young men and 
maidens called in life's morning, and precious little ones, 
joined their kindred in the heavenly paradise. 

As their Canaan proved the antechamber of heaven, so, 
if faithful, mil ours. They went singly ; so must we. 

" Not pressing through the portals 
Of the celestial town, 
An army of fresh immortals 
By the Lord of Battles won ; 
But one by one we come 
To the Gate of the Heavenly Home." b. m. 

They were singly presented with heavenly raiment, 
and doubtless we likewise shall be. 

"That all the powers of heayen 
May shout aloud to God, 
As each new robe of life is given, 
Bought by the Master's blood ; 
And the heavenly raptures dawn 
On the Pilgrims, one by one." B. M. 
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Doubtless they were individually welcomed by the 
Father, and like honor awaits all who are promoted 
from spiritual Canaan.

Such greetings, were there no further glories to be un- 
folded, would repay an hundred-fold Joshua for "follow- 
ing fully," Jeremiah for his "imprisonment," Daniel 
for his night in the " lions' den," and the numberless 
sufferers, whose names are not recorded, who were 
" tortured not accepting deliverance," who had " trial 
of cruel mockings and scourgings, yea, moreover, of 
bonds and imprisonment," who were " stoned," " sawn 
asunder," "tempted," and "slain with the sword." 

To abide in spiritual Canaan is to make such wel- 
comes as sure as existence.

In the "Sinai Wilder- 
ness" of Justification they are like the same engine re- 
deemed from the ditch, on the track, headed the right 
way, attached to a train ; but somewhat rusty, and 
making slow progress because of lack of steam-power. 
In the "Desert Wilderness" they are like the murder- 
ous engine which has shot from the track, and carried 
with it a train of cars, and is buried beneath its wreck 
and- the mangled bodies of those whom it has ruined. 
In Canaan they are like the engine, brightly burnished, 
completely equipped, moving at full speed, and gayly 
bearing its ponderous load as if it were a feather. In 
spiritual Babylon they are like an express engine, 
which, moving heavily laden with passengers, at its ut- 
most speed, has plunged with them from the track down 
an awful precipice. Their condition is worse than those 
in the " Desert Wilderness," because they have fallen 
further. 

Keader, what kind of an engine are you ? " Ditched," 
"rusty and steamless," "wrecked," or "burnished and 
completely equipped?" 

Egypt is spiritual Winter; justification, spiritual 
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Spring; backsliding, spiritual Winter, with constant 
blizzards and the thermometer sixty degrees below zero. 
Canaan is spiritual Summer ; maturity in Canaan, spirit- 
ual Autumn; heaven, the spiritual garner; hell, the 
spiritual " chaff heap." 

Where art thou? All who persist in staying in 
spiritual Egypt are like children who "won't go to 
school," but pass their time on the street. In the 
Sinai Wilderness experience they are like children in 
the primary department who have enrolled their names 
and are trying to gain an education. In the Desert 
Wilderness they are like children who, disobeying both 
parents and teacher, play " truant " and squander the 
time in some foolish way. In Babylon they are like 
" truants " in jail. In spiritual Canaan they are like 
pupils who not only are in school, but love both to be 
there and to study ; have passed the primary depart- 
ment, and in the higher grades are making cheerful 
and rapid progress. Those who are "mature" in 
spiritual Canaan are like students engaged in the uni- 
versity course. 

Heaven above to the saint is beginning life-work 
after graduating in these spiritual courses below. Hell 
is the punishing place of refractory pupils, and those 
who " would not go to school." 

Have you entered " Jesus' school ?" If so, in what 
department are you ? Are you a " primary " Christian ? 
a "higher grade " Christian? It may be that, by God's 
grace, you are in the " university counie," and, after a 
little more discipline below, you will be called upon to 
begin your life-work above! 

God forbid that we should be " truants," "jailed," 
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or remain all our days in the primary department, lest 
it shall be said of us as of spiritual dunces of other 
days: "Ye are dull of hearing; for when for the time 
ye ought to be teachers, ye liave need that one teach 
you again what be the first principles of the oracles 
of God." 

Spiritual Egypt is like a poisonous, swampy spring, 
filthy, and easy of access, but whose waters bring cer- 
tain death. The "Sinai Wilderness" state is like a 
surface well — water good, but pump poor. Spiritual 
Canaan is like the bed-rock artesian well, whose pure, 
cold waters flow spontaneously the year round. Baby- 
Ion is a well without water, full of poisonous gas. 
Maturity in Canaan is like the artesian well, with pipes 
so arranged as to carry the water wherever needed. 

What kind of water are you drinking? Poisoned 
or pure ; surface or bed-rock? 

When quite young, we had an old checked pump, 
that often had to be primed before it would work. It 
usually took both ray brother and myself to work it. 
One would pour in the water, and the. other would, 
with might, work the handle; and after much ado, 
water would be secured. Some professors are just like 
that old pump: their religious life is "checked" in a 
good many places; they always have to be "primed" 
before they will work, and then it takes two men to 
get from. them the work of one. Would you not rather 
be an "artesian well" Christian, continually fed your- 
self by the great Fountain of Living Waters, and doing 
Christian duty gladly and spontaneously, with pipes so 
adjusted that you will bear the water of life wherever 
the Master wills? 
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Egypt is spiritual night; justification, spiritual twi- 
light and cloudy weather. "Wandering" is spiritual 
night, attended by constant cyclones and earthquakes. 
Canaan is spiritual sunshine. Maturity in Canaan is 
spiritual noontide. Heaven above is celestial day, 
where they have no need of the sun, neither of the 
moon to shine in it; "for the glory of God" and "the 
Lamb" are the light thereof. 

Heavenly Father, help each reader to just now clearly 
comprehend whether with them it is "night," or "twi- 
light," or " cloudy," or " stormy earthquake darkness," 
or " sunrise," or " noontide !" 

To be in spiritual Egypt is to be in rebellion against 
God. To be in the " Sinai Wildei-ness " state is to have 
" surrendered," taken the " oath of allegiance " to God, 
received " pardon " and citizenship. To be in the 
" Desert Wilderness " is to have " deserted " God's array 
and have joined the enemy. To be in spiritual Canaan 
is to so love God and his government as to gladly do 
any thing or go anywhere that their interests may de- 
mand. It is to have every rebellious impulse cleansed 
away, and a spirit of pure devotion to the divine com- 
monwealth. To be a " mature " Christian is to have had 
experience in Canaan service for our King. Heaven is 
"the soldiers' home;" the judgment-day their "grand 
review." 

Are you a " rebel," or have you received " pardon " 
and "citizenship?" Have you been guilty of imperiling 
God's government by "sleeping on your post?" Are 
you a "deserter?" I trust that you are a true and pure 
"soldier" of the cross; more heroic and self-sacrific- 
ing for your God than ever patriot was for his nation. 
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To be ill Egypt is to be like a tree that bears pois- 
onous fruit. To be justified is to be like one that is 
alive, and yields some good fruit. To be a backslider 
is to be like a tree that is "dead." To be in spiritual 
Babylon is to be like a tree that is " twice dead, plucked 
up by the roots." To be in spiritual Canaan is to be 
like "a tree planted by the rivers of water, that bringeth 
forth his fruit in his season ; his leaf also shall not 
wither; and whatsoever he doeth shall prosper." 

Reader, what kind of a tree are you ? Are you a 
"poisonous fruit" tree? are you " fruitless?" are you 
"dead?" are you "twice dead?" or, are you the "fruit- 
ful " tree planted by the rivers of water ? 

In Egypt the "language of Canaan" is unknown. 
The justified believer is master of its alphabet, and can 
speak some words. "In the land" it comes just as nat- 
ural as the "other tongues" at the day of Pentecost. 
How far have you advanced ? A conceited young man 
was boasting that he was master of the French, Spanish, 
Portuguese, and Italian languages. " Now and then he 
uttered an oath, declaring that he knew almost all lan- 
guages!" He was stopped by an elderly listener, "ask- 
ing him if he were at all acquainted with the 'language 
of Canaan.'" May we be wise enough not to boast of 
our learning until we have mastered that! Then we 
will be beyond boasting. 

Do you see that black drop of water in the center 
of that stagnant pool? A few hours have passed, and 
now it is morning, and that black drop has been trans- 
formed into a crystal dew-drop, and is suspended from 
a beautiful rose-bud. It is now the early dawning — and 
listen! It whispers to its sister-drops, and is speaking 
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of the suu. It says : " I 've heard that the sun can ' fill ' 
a dew-drop 'full' of light and warmth ; but that seems 
to me to be a very high state of dew-drop grace, and I 
can't believe that he could 'fill' me; and if he did, I 
fear I could not be kept full." Older and wiser drops 
smiled at the emphasis that their sister put upon the 
word "me," and at the idea that the mighty sun could 
not purify and beautify a little dew-drop without crip- 
pling his resources, and blinked in the twilight as they 
awaited his welcome rays. See ! His beams now gild 
the clouds, now the hills ; and now they fall upon the 
little dew-drop that, humbled by her sisters' words, had 
decided to warmly welcome them. See how it dances 
with holy joy, as, made all radiant by the sunlight, it 
glistens like a diamond! And is the sun exhausted? 
Listen as he laughs at the little drop, and majestically 
moves on with power to fill and thrill infinite millions 
of dew-drops like it. But did you see? The little 
drop glistened in its appointed place until its Maker 
said : "'It is enough ; come up higher." Then it kissed 
the rose-bud good-bye, took its seat triumphantly in a 
chariot of golden sunlight, and, "floating in light," it 
rose higher and higher, until by and by it greeted mill- 
ions of kindred drops that had gone before it ; and now, 
with them, we see it glorified, far, far above the earth, 
with all the tints of the rainbow. 

The black drop in the stagnant pool is like the sin- 
ner in spiritual Egypt. The hesitating dew-drop, hang- 
ing in the twilight, craving yet hesitating to claim the 
radiant baptism, is like the justified believer. The drop, 
filled with the cleansing, illuminating, warming baptism 
from above, is like the believer in spiritual Canaan, 
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under the like baptism of the Holy Spirit. In its heaven- 
ward ascent, glorification and mingling with kindred 
drops above, it is like the saint, when, like Elijah, he 
triumphantly enters his chariot and ascends to the home 
of the glorified. 

May we each be as yielding to the influences of the 
" Sun of righteousness " as the drop was to the influ- 
ences of the " sun of day." Then speedily, like it, will 
we be drawn from Egypt's stagnant pools to blissful 
realms on earth, and then to brighter- worlds above, 
where forever we will sing and shout glad hosannas 
that we, by divine grace, were led 
"Out of Egypt,

My only object in relating this is to glorify God. I 
love to tell what he has done for me, and in this way 
can do so, not only while I live and where I am, but 
where I may not be able to personally go, and after I 
have gone to heaven above. 

God gave me an earnest Christian mother, and, 
through her influence, made precious impressions upon 
me when young, that never were totally erased. I can 
not remember when I did not think of God and of eter- 
nity. My Egypt experiences lasted from the time I 
reached years of accountability until I was nineteen. 
Sometimes my heart was tender ; but it grew harder as 
the years advanced. Awful conviction would sometimes 
possess me, but I quenched it. I grew very giddy. I 
came to dislike meetings, preachers, and all religious so- 
ciety. I would go without my meals rather than enter 
the house when a minister was there, and threatened to 
leave home if mother mentioned eternal matters. Thus 
sadly Satan blinded me. 

Mother would sometimes lay the Testament where I 
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could not help seeing it when retiring, with some pas- 
sage marked for me to read. Repeatedly I dreamed the 
day of judgment had come, earth was burning, the Judge 
descending, and I unprepared ! 

" For years I bore about hell in my breast ; 

When I thought of my God it was nothing but gloom ; 
Day brought me no pleasure, night gave me no rest, 
There was still the grim shadow of horrible doom." 

Egyptian night grew blacker, and, duped by my 
spiritual Pharaoh, I tried to be an infidel. God's grace, 
through mother's prayers, prevented. In hundreds of 
ways my Savior tried to win me from my servitude of 
sin ; but, deluded by the enemy, I would not be won. 
When seventeen, through mother's plans and sacrifice, I 
began my studies at Albion. Here I met her who is 
now my wife. She was a genuine Christian, and, next 
to mother, became instrumental in my conversion. In 
my Egyptian experience mother was my Moses, and 
she my Aaron. The sepulchral tones and sanctimonious 
ways of some professors had set me against-their kind 
of religion ; but I was saved from being mystified by 
my Moses and Aaron, in whom the blessed, soul-cheer- 
•°^> joy-bringing gospel shone in all its purity. 

Death scenes and funeral processions were a terror 
to me. The Spirit often used them to mightily arrest 
me. The following words haunted me like echoes from 
a grave-yard : 

" Come, ye young, ye gay, ye proud, 
You must die and wear a shroud ; 
Time will rob you of your bloom. 
Death will drag you to the tomb; 
Then you'll cry, 'Woe unto me! 
Lost, through all etornitv!'" 
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O, how can I be thankful enough that I was not then 
cut off! 

" Yes ! death would have come and its angel have torn me 
By force, to the judgment where hope could not be, 
And the spirit of darkness from thence would have borne me 
To unspeakable woes in his wide, burning sea. 

Where the worms, and the wails, and the lashes cease never. 
My poor ruined soul would have sickened of fire. 

And I should be tortured forever and ever ; 
But the pains of eternity never would tire." 

I became fully convinced of my lost condition, yet 
would own it to none but my "Aaron." I was irritable 
when approached on the subject by any other. She be- 
lieved that it was wrong for Christians to be " unequally 
yoked together with unbelievers," and her loyalty to 
God led her to say : "I never can marry an unconverted 
man." She kindly yet persistently urged an immediate 
and complete surrender to God. I was brought face to 
face with God and duty, and knew that I ought to yield. 
The tempter said, "There is time enough yet ;" and for 
a time I listened to his voice and was supremely mis- 
erable. Day and night thoughts of God, judgment, 
and eternal doom conspired to make me wretched. I 
resolved to yield. Then whispered the tempter : " Be a 
silent Christian." I tried it. I began to read^my, 
Bible, kneel at the family altar, where in my pride of 
heart I had for a long time sat upright, and in silence 
try to pray. I felt that these were steps iu the right 
direction, but got no peace. Thus for some time I tried 
to compromise matters with God and bring him to my 
terms, but he would not come. 

Hitherto God had gently entreated me by his serv- 
ants. At this point I was made to feel that trifling 
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with God in this half-hearted way must cease or he 
would come with sterner measures. I did not heed the 
warning, and then his judgment fell with crushing 
weight upon my soul. O, the horrors of those days of 
darkness ! I had been forewarned, and knew I deserved 
all ; so I could not murmur. Alone in the woods again, 
I sought to settle the question. I fell upon my knees 
and tried to pray. The question came : " Will you now 
fully yield ?" I said : " In all things but just that 
one — I can not open my school with prayer." This was 
my Red Sea. 

I could get no peace, and whenever I tried to pray 
that question would rise like a specter before rae. I 
would say, "Any thing but that ;" but it was God's test- 
question and he would not be turned away. At this 
point the impression came : "Now or never ! Yield at 
once, or you will suddenly be evi off and forever lost !" This 
came like a lightning-stroke. I felt as sure of its truth 
as that I lived. The next Monday morning my school 
began. Tremblingly I took my Bible and read one of 
the shortest Psalms I could find, and then my courage 
failed me. The next, and the next morning the same 
was repeated. Thursday morning I said: "This will 
do no longer ; I will fully obey." God helped, and I 
did as best I could, and then it was O, so easy to fully 
trust! And before the sun went down that night the 
witness of the Spirit was given, and peace — sweet, deep, 
rich, and inexpressible — was mine. My warfare with 
God was ended, past sins were all forgiven, the power 
of sin was broken, the first letter in the alphabet of re- 
demption was learned, and I began the new life. I 
wrote at once to my friends of the change, made a public 
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profession at the first opportunity, was baptized, and 
united with the Church. Soon came my call to the min- 
istry and preparation for that worlj. Wlien twenty-three 
we married, and since then have gladly labored to bring 
others to Him who sought and saved us. 

Fourteen years have passed since I crossed the Red 
Sea, and I have never for a moment felt like retur«ing 
to Egyptian bondage. Glory to God in the highest for 
such wonderful deliverance ! 

For nine years I tarried in the Sinai Wilderness ex- 
perience. I was converted, and knew it, loved God and 
his people, worked for him as well as I could, saw 
many souls converted, and grew in knowledge and expe- 
rience ; but my temper, which was quick, often made me 
conscious that I was not possessed of all the mind of 
Christ. I was hampered by selfish ambitions, joking 
and teasing tendencies, and other movements of the car- 
nal mind. Inbred sin sought to expel the holy power 
that bound it, and there were frequent struggles within 
between the two contending principles. I needed the 
blessing mentioned in the following song prayer of a 
well-known poet: 

" Savior of the sin-sick soul, 
Give me grace tcmake me whole ; 
Finish thy great work of grace; 
Cut it short in righteousness. 

Speak the second time, ' Be clean ;' 
Take away my inbred sin ; " 

Every stumbling block remove ; ' 

Cast it out by perfect love." 

I had read much on the subject of heart purity, but 
never heard a sermon on it. I knew that the Bible 
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clearly taught cleansing from inbred sin, and the full- 
ness of the Spirit as the privilege of every believer. I 
reasoned : " God does not do things by halves. I know 
that he converted me and that I am his child, therefore 
I must be saved from inbred sin." The fact, however, 
that it was in my heart, and that I often was painfully 
conscious of it, was stronger than my argument and con- 
fused me. I said : " I '11 keep it down ;" but instead of 
that it kept me down. Then I said : " It must be a 
growth ; I '11 grow into it." I did grow in the knowl- 
edge of self and Christian privilege, but made little 
progress in the grace of perfect love. How it pains me 
that in my dullness I tarried so long in shallow waters 
when the great deep of God's love was continually 
inviting! 

In November, 1882, I permitted the Lord to lead 
me to Kadesh Barnea, on the borders of the promised 
land. By his grace I then and there entered the land, 
receiving the blessed baptism of the Spirit that cleanses 
from inbred sin, and fills with perfect love. In June 
I had appointed a three day's special service for myself 
and people to seek this longed-for experience. Rev. 
Wm. Taylor and wife, two noble workers who had the 
fullness of the Spirit, were invited to assist. It was a 
time of deep heart-searching. Their testimonies and 
teachings were clear and given in all humility, and con- 
vinced me all the deeper of my great need and privilege. 
I received great help at that time, but not the conscious- 
ness that the great work was wrought. 

In November the crisis came. I had been preach- 
ing full salvation, but could lead my people no further 
than I had gone myself. I set apart a time to settle the 
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ipatter. God met rae and gave mc the promise : " If 
we walk in the liglit as he is in the liglit, we have fel- 
lowship one with another, and the blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son CI.EAN8ETH US from all, sin." The blessed Holy 
Spirit explained it to my heart, and helped me to take 
hold of it right then and there. He suggested: "Why 
not believe on the authority of his Word that God is 
doing just what he agrees to do just now?" I was con- 
scious that the conditions upon which the promise was 
based were being met, and could see no reason why I 
should not, and replied : " Lord, I do." In an instant 
I was made conscious of my cleansing. The "g-ants" 
fled, the " walled towns" crumbled, and Canaan, through 
Christ, was possessed. To God be all the glory ! 

The "fullness" soon followed. I saw then where 
my trouble had been. I had not dared to venture on 
the promise and trust in the present tense. I tlianked 
God for the victory given, and asked that, in order 
with greater confidence I might publicly proclaim and 
urge the experience, that he would give me still further 
unrnistakable evidence of its reality. I retired, looking 
for something more. I was not disappointed. Instead 
of some thing, some one came — the One altogether lovely, 
even Christ himself. I had slept about an hour when 
I was suddenly awakened by what sounded like three 
distinct knocks on the front door. In an in.stant I was 
made just as conscious of the Divine Presence as ever 
man was of the company of an earthly friend. I felt 
the presence of a gentle, unseen power upon my head. 
,Then a wave of divine power and love, causing a sensa- 
ti6n something like an electric shock, only inexpressibly 
pleasurable, rolled over my entire being. Then three 
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impressions were made just as vividly as if uttered by 
an audible voice: 

1. "This is the added evidence you prayed for." 

2. "You are healed of your disease." 

3. "A definite call to especial evangelistic work." 

A few days after, my wife received a call to the same 
work. Since then, without the break of an hour, both 
the blessing and the Blesser have been mine. 

For years I had been suffering from the effects of a 
sunstroke. It had taken me from my studies, and threat- 
ened to prostrate me completely. Every year of my 
preaching, some had thought, would be my last. Phy- 
sicians said my only hope was to stop and rest. The phys- 
ical cure wrought was perfect. Both the spiritual and 
physical blessings stand the test of toil and time. Great 
and gratifying as the physical healing is, I count it a mere 
shadow compared with the spiritual uplift then received. 
My wife says I have been a changed man. My members 
said there was a marked improvement in my preaching. 
Teasing, foolish jesting, and selfishness, by the Divine 
Plowman were rooted out, and the Spirit's graces im- 
planted in their stead. The second letter in redemp- 
tion's alphabet has been learned, and a holy ambition 
aspires to further progress, and then to teach to those 
unlearned. 

Nearly five years have passed since Christ took com- 
plete possession of my soul. He abides. At first, for 
an instant, I would sometimes let go of him; but he has 
taught me to constantly and obediently 'trust him, and 
while doing so he stays. I have been tempted much, 
but he has given victory. I find a deepening love for 
him and for his Church below.

The impression made upon my mind to engage in 
evangelistic work continued to deepen. I said: "If 
this be of God, I will receive a call from the Church to 
engage in it." I soon found, however, that our beloved 
Church does not yet officially recognize this office, and 
hence has no appointed agencies to call to this work. 
I found that the work was Scriptural, and that the Holy 
Ghost, in this and other generations, had in a marvelous 
manner set his seal upon it. 

Then came invitation after invitation from the breth- 
ren to assist them in the very work to which we felt 
God was calling us. To some of these we were able to 
respond, and both on our own charge and in these places 
souls were converted and believers sanctified. 

Thus we reached a point where the Spirit's voice, 
the call of the Church through the many invitations to 
the work, fruitage in the work, and the open door, all com- 
bined to convince us that the call was from God. I 
therefore, at our last conference, asked to be set free for 
this work. The conference granted the request, and, by 
passing the following, further gave its sanction and set 
its seal upon the act: 

" Whereas, Onr brother, M. W. Knapp, has taken a certificate 
of location, in order to engage in evangelistic work , and 

" Whepeas, We believe that tbe Holy Spirit has led him to 
this step; therefore, be it 

"Resolved, That we shall he glad to readmit Brother Knapp at 
any time when the way shall open for his return to us; that, 
knowing the gifts, graces, and usefulness of Brother Knapp and 
his wife, we do cordially oommend them to the fellowship and 
co-operation of God's people everywhere, and to the blessings of 
God in their work." 

Pastoral work, which often was distasteful before en- 
tering Canaan, has proved delightful since. Preaching 
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and other soul-saving work is blissful beyond expression. 
I would rather be an evangel of the glad tidings to lost 
souls than an archangel. I would rather have a mill- 
ionth part of an interest in the salvation of a soul than 
globes of solid gold without that. I am anxious for no 
grander heaven than God is giving year by year. 

Dear reader, may we each be so faithful in the 
earthly Canaan that we may greet each other in the 
heavenly! 

Unto Him that hath "called us out of darkness into 
his marvelous light" be glory and dominion for ever 
and ever! Amen.
